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‘Zionist Policy. 

THE Zionist Organisation has now definitely decided to 
hold a meeting of Congress this year instead: of waiting till next 
year, when in the ordinary course one would fall dtuie. Having 
regard to the position of the Movement and to the condition of 
affairs in Palestine this seems a prudent course to pursue. That 
is assuming that when it meets Congress will not find its influ- 
ence and power usurped and nullified by the mixed Jewish 
Agency, or if it does can be relied upon to take whatever 
ineasures are necessary in order to regain the supreme position 
in Zionism which for so long was assigned to it. But in any 
case the Organisation should declare without any further 
delay the general policy for which it will ask the assent of 
Congress when it meets. The exact date we observe has not 
been fixed. That is doubtless because it is hoped that before 
Congr®ss assembles the Government will have declared its 
major policy in Palestine. But the Government is evidently 
playing for delay, and has provided itself: with abundant 
material for the purpose. The report of Sir: JoHn HopE 
SIMPSON, without Which the Governmert pleads that it 
is unable to decide whether or not it will implement 
the Palestine Mandate in the spirit as well as the words of 


that document (although it would” have required but moderate 


perspicuity to set down, at any time, the gist of Sir Jony’s 
conclusions), will not be available until Parliament is about to 
rise for the recess. This will, we expect, be deemed too late 
by the Government for anything like a full debate on Palestine 


questions this year, even though it. does not find it necessary to 


ask for some further time, ostensibly to study. the Simpson 
Report. We are not surprised to learn from our Parliamentary 


Correspondent of the indignation that is felt at these tactics for 


delaying discussion in the House of Commons, or that efforts 
are to be made for pressing the Government to grant facilities for 
a debate without waiting for Sir Stmpson’'s Report. 
It seems to us remarkable that the silence regarding Palestine has 
apparently been, largely by general consent, so profound, that no 
question has been raised regarding the scandalous treatment 
accorded to Mr. JABOTINSKY in refusing him a visa whereby he 
may return to Palestine where. he permanently resides, at least 


> 


in a form to induce the Government to reverse a decision which 
it does not even attempt to excuse and which it cannot, we 
believe, justify. Of at least equal importance, as it is to obtain 
from the Government @ statement of its policy, is it, however, as 
we say, for the Zionist Organisation to formulate the line of its 
conduct of Zionist affairs and of work in Palestine. _ In doing 

so it must necessarily shape its plans in accordance with the 
attitude of the Government; and it is both refreshing and 
gratifying to learn that Dr. WEIZMANN has come at last to see 
that it is possible that the obviously right policy of the Organ- 
isation may not always to be one-of docile agreement with the 
Government's views. Indeed, as things are, and if the Govern- 
ment continues to adhere to its present position, we see no 
reason for thinking that the advice we ventured to tender the 
Organisation over a month ago, does not point to the safest and 
best as well as the most self-respecting policy it could decide 
upon, and in the long run too, the one which would most speedily 
end the preseft wholly. unsatisfactory position in Palestine 
We said: | 

. So far as Jews are concerned, the action of the Government has 
left them, it seems to us, po other alternative than very seriously to 
consider whether they ought any longer to co-operate with Great 
Britain im respect to Palestine and whetber they ought not to leave 
that country to be dealt with by the Mandatory without further 
Jewish responsibility for its government and development. There 
are, to be sure, traditional obligations of which we Jews will neve! 
divest ourselves in respect. to the land, and there are some which 
the Mandate has created for ‘us. We will remain true to our duty. 
But it would seem that our best hope of doing that worthily, as 
becomes t} i’ per ple hom Palestine ever be Kretz Yisrael, is 
to perform it independently and not in conjun@*fon with a Govern 
ment which, like the present one at least, has shown itself so utterly 
at variance with Jewish hopes and aspirations, and indeed, 506 mis- 


understands the.whole Jewish position in relation to the Jewish 
Nationa! idea. 


We venture to reiferate the advice‘ herein implied. Until the 
Government sees its Wiis clear to help and encourage the 
Zionist Organisation in its efforts to build up in Palestine a 
National Home for the Jewish People,: and: that without 
equivoeation or verbal’ wrig¢ling, the Organisation sheuld, as 
we urge, withhold anything lke co-operation. with the Manda- 
power. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Apropos the report of the Simon Commission to India, Mr. Vaughan * 
Nash writes in the current issue of the NATION AND ATHENAUM, a 
striking personal sketch of the late Edwin Montagu, to whom perhaps 
more than to any other man is due much of that wider, more under- 
standing, liberal spirit which, the report advocates, should inspire 
the future policy of the country towards the great Dominion. Here 
is the pen portrait of Mr. Montagu as drawn by the writer to whom 


I allude :— 


J. found him an extraordinary and deeply interesting man, quite out 
of the ordinary run of political brilliant men..A Jew, with the Jew’s sensitive- 
ness and* ambition, the Jew’s craving for sympathy and appreciation, he 
was spiritua!ly and intellectually untrammelled, and his outlook was splendidly 
adventurous. His tall figure was heavy and ungainly, and the face in repose 
had a brooding, melancholy expression, and was lighted, or rendered sombre 
according to his mood, by dark eves of magnificent quality. He ought to 
have been painted by Rembrandt. The face suggested power and great mental 
resources. He was a good listener, and when he talked it was with his whole 
personality, and the impression of power yained on vou. 

Having regard to this remarkable man’s early life, bis upbringing and 
his immediate ancestry, this Jewish bias, so noticeable in him, is not 
surprising. 


And this characteristic Mr. Nash proceeds to confirm, by showing 
the mental aloofness he detected in Mr. Montagu :— 


With his Eastern make-up he must often have felt like an exile in a 
far country. Fire, emphasis, gesticulation were not for the nicely modulated 
world he moved in, where affairs are moulded ; and at times, when a sense 
of failure and unfitness overwhelmed him, by the waters of Babylon he 
would sit down and—-storm. His outbursts were outrageous in their violence, 
but, so rare is fury in politics, so genuine and uncontrollable was Montagu’s 
furv that one looks back to his outbursts, uncomfortable though they were 
at the time, with considerable tenderness. Black gloom would settle on him 
afterwards—the gloom of a man in despair, thwarted by an impossible world, 
hopeless counsellors, useless friends. Our Western standards of self-control, 
colourless expression, half-hearted response, were more than he could endure 
in times of stress. A strange, moody, fascinating figure, alternately repelling 
and attracting, exulting on the heights to-day and to-morrow in the depths, . 
and always at the back of his mind—India, That is Montagu as I knew 
him. 

The attraction for India—‘to serve India and help to set her 
on her way is what he craved for”’—says Mr. Nash was doubtless 
traceable to the important® business connection with the country of 


his father, the first Lord Swaythling, And so one way and another . 


| 
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the Nation writer is justified, it would seem, in saying that in the 
task Mr. Montagu set himself, and in which, as events have proved, 
he so markedly succeeded, only “ a man constituted as he was ”’— 
that 1s, by character and association—-cotld have accomplished what 


he did, 


The meeting last week convened under the auspices of the Jewish 
Peace Society must have carried with it the sympathy of the whole 
Community. It is to be hoped that the Society will attract, in conse- 
quence, the support of Anglo-Jewry. For, as I have never tired in 
insisting, Peace is the chief interest of us. Jews wherever and. however 
we are situated ; and from that point of view, if from no other, any 
effort in-the direction of Peace should be sure of Jewish help. This 
should be particularly so when that effort is a specifically Jewish one ; 
because, besides promoting the supremely good'‘cause, it does great 
and good service in upraising the Jewish name. For, as Peace there 
is nothing so sacred to Judaism, nor is there any claim which can be 
made by the Jewish mission on Karth so essential to all for which 
Judaism stands. | 


All these reasons make it, in my view, the more remarkable thet 
Dr. Montefiore should have taken the opportunity of the meeting for 
banging the Navy big drum. In the course of a letter he sent to the 
meeting, expressing regret at not being able to’ be present, Dr. Monte- 
fiore wrote :— 

I am by no means a peace-at-any-price man, and when I realise that, as 
(ieneral Seely recently said, there are far more armed men in Europe to-day 
than in 1914, Lam not anxious that our country alone should be defenceless, 


all the more as Britain can be more rapidly starved out than any other country 
in the world. 

An adequate navy is dn absolute necessity, in mv humble opinion, and 
I pray that the lack of it may not be painfully felt in the years to come. 

The great thing we have to aim at is not to make any one country 
defenceleas, and that country our own, but to seek by all means in our power 
to cultivate friendly relations with all the civilised people of the world to 
increase the influence and powers and prestige of the League of Nations to 
he prepared to seek peaceful methods. No one w ishes war. No one is a 
militarist and they who denounce as militarist all who differ from them in 
methods and details only do injury to the cause of Peace. Let us all acknow- 
ledge that we want peace, for it is perfectly true that war is one of the greatest 
of human evils, that another European war must be even more terrific and 
terrible than any which have happened in the past and that Peace is one of 
the ureagest of human goods. 

Surely almost.a classic lesson in Cromwell's doctrine of trusting 
in Gied and—keeping vour powder dry! It is perhaps as well, for the 
sake of the objects which the meeting was convened to promote, that 
Dr. Montefiore was not present to expound his views on Peace in detail 
and at length. | 


- Hats off—or rather on-—to Mr. David A, Romain for the spirited 
protest which he made the other day at a mecting of the Elders of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, against Hazanim who gabble 
meaninglessly the prayers it is their office to intone on behalf of the 
Congregation. For the evil does not stop at Bevis Marks or Lauderdale 
Road. The speed craze is a regular feature at several if not most 
Pedesco Synagogues, and it seems to be determined not by the prayers 
that are said so much as by the quality—quality, [would repeat——of the 
Congregation that happens to be present. Mr. Romain mentioned that 


he had been forced to tell one of his Hazanim “ that if he petitioned a- 


Judge in a Court of Law in the same fashion as he addressed Almighty 
God in Heaven, he would ignominiously be turned out without a 
hearing.” Well, it may be that this, writing metaphorically, has 
actually happened, and that it accounts for—but there, I must not 
pursue problematic argument ! 


The recommendation made to Cambridge University by the 
General Faculty Board in reference to the re-establishment of a 
Readership, at the University, in Rabbinics’ is weleome, and much 
credit is due to Dr. Redelitfe Salaman for the part he has played in 
bringing it about. Since 1925, when Dr. Israel Abrahams died, 
Rabbinics have not been taught regularly et Cambridge, and thus a 
valuable source of knowledge has been withheld. It is not gratifying 
to think that It has taken five years for funds to be forthcoming 
sufficient to provide an endowment for this valuable Readership, and 
that even now that has been accomplished only by a reduction being 
consented to of more than £300 per annum in the amount of endowment 
originally required by the University. Still, the Readership is to be 
restored, and that is the chief thing. 


Tue Jewish CHRonicLe last week contained an interesting, and, 
I hope it has proved to be, an attractive, account of the “ Beth Jacob ”’ 


Schools, by Dr. Judith Rosenbaum, who is in England seeking support 


for the enterprise. She showed how these schools, of which there are 
upwards of 160 spread through Eastern Europe, and which have some 
20,000 pupils, are performing a great. work in the upraising of Jewish 


Womanhood—-for the schools are for Jewish girls. They. are tending. 


to break the old bad idea of the place of Womanhood among Jews, and 


give to the girls, that come under their influence, the opportunity so 
long denied them of emancipation from conditions bound to cramp them 
mentally and morally. The health of these children is also the concern 
of these schools, which have to fight ter alia, so Dr. Rosenbaum 
explained, with terrible economic distress and the shocking housing . 
conditions of the Jewish masses in East European countries. The 
‘mmediate need is for an amount of £7,000 to build a Training School 
for some 500 children, where they will become equipped for carrying 
on useful and independent: lives. Mrs. David Sassoon is acting as 
Treasurer of the British collection, and contributions should be sent 
to her at 32, Bruton Street, W.1. - It is a very worthy cause:

The Zionist Organisation has announced, officially, the intention : 
of holding a Zionist Congress this year, instead of waiting till next year . 
This is in accordance with the announce- 
ment publy hed in Tue JEWISH CHRONICLE a week or two ago, and 
meets the insistent demand of large sections of Zionists, not least those 
who call themselves Zionist-Revisionists. - What seems to be most 
exercising the minds of many Zionists in reference to the Congress 1s 
the position of the Zidnist leader, Dr. Weizmann. His resignation is 
insistently called for on the ground, so it is stated, that he has failed in 
his policy, as witness the parlous state of things in Palestine, and in the 
Movement the world over. But, even if this were a reasonable argu- 
ment, I should doubt its veldity, because I think that the,one respon- 
sible for failure should not be released, and should rot think of being 
released, until he has anyway tried to put matters right. But has 
Dr. Weizmann’s policy failed ¢- Taymy way of thinking it has succeeded 
Zil too well, and it is just because of Msuccess that things are as they are, 


when one is normally due. 


Let me, however, hasten to add that I think it unfair to place all 
the blame for the condition of things upon Dr. Weizmann. He, of 


‘course, must bear the chief burden‘of it ; but thet does not mean that 


others should mot shere, and share very heavily, his burden. The 
Zionist leader has managed to impose his Views on the vast majority 
of his followers who have aceepted them, although like himself they were 
warned of the evil they were laying up for the Cause of Jewish National- 
ism. It began with the aceeptance of the Churchill Memorandum, if 
not earlier by the identific:tion of the Movement with the appointmént 
of Sir Herbert Samuel 2s High Commissioner. Since then there has 
been a veritable Rakes Progress of error and blunder, the basic cause 
of which was traceable to’ Dr. Weizmann’s fundamental policy of 
maintaining, et any price, the epprovel in all things and in all cireum- 
stances of the Government. Whether that approval even compromised 
Jewish interests mattered nothing. And the crowning mistake was 
the creation of the mixed Jewish Ageney which brought in its train so 
much of the confusion and the chaos of the last. year and has not a 
little tended directly to the attitude of the present Government which 
if so universally deplored by Jews everywhere. |

There can be no question, 1 think, that it would have been in the 
interests of the Movement 2nd, more important, in the interests of the 
Jewish people had Dr. Weizmann abandoned the leadership of Zionism 
a long while ago. Jewish Nationalism could not have been worse off 
than it is, and might have been very much better. But I doubt 
whether the present is the time when he should be allowed to escape 
from the desperate difliculty.into which he has led the Movement, to 
say nothing of the wisdom of not swopping horses when crossing a 
stream. Of infinitely more consequence than even the personal 
questions which present circumstances have clustered around. Dr. 
Weizmann, is it that the Movement should redeem itself from the 
morass into which it is sunk, by adopting a policy more in accord 
than the one it has pursued with the principles for. which Zionism 


stands. In choosing the better path—a first step in which I am con- 


vinced should be such an overhauling of the Agency as to restore to 
Congress its control of the Movement—Dr. Weizmcnun, who must now 
recognise the folly of which he is the chief cuplrit, ought to be the’ 


first to volunteer his help and assistarice. And they could be invaluable. 


In the issue of the 11th April, I retailed in this column a story 
which I had culled from an Australian contemporary and which asserted 
that Rabbi Francis L. Cohen, of Sydney, had insisted upon an alteration 
in the dresses of eight bridesmaids who were to take part in a wedding 
the learned Rabbi was to celebrate at the Great Synagogue there. 
Rabbi Cohen now assures me that there is not a word of truth in what 
was stated and that the Australian newspaper which was originally 


misled into printing it pubfished a contradiction and an apology next 
day. So that is that. a 


The numberless friends of Rabbi and Mrs. Cohen in this country 
will be interested in knowing that they. will visit London in September 
next as part of a world-tour of six months for which leave of absence 
has been granted tothe Rabbi. This is to celebrate the completion by 
him, of 25 years’ service as Chief Minister at Sydney. They will be 
warmly welcomed, and I shall be surprised if some means be not found 
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_for rendering them a public recognition of the esteem in which they are 
held by Anglo-Jewry. Mrs. Cohen will be remembered as the daughter 
of the late First Chazan Hast of the Great Synagogue in Duke’s Place. 


A week or two ago it was announced that Dr. Leopold Mandel had 
resigned his position as Hon. Physician to the Jewish Maternity Home 
in consequence of a recent appointment that had been made to the 
Medical Staff. Now I learn that Dr. A. H. Levy has tendered his 

‘resignation as Hon. Surgeon-Oculist for the same reason that induced 
Dr. Mandel to sever his connection with the institution. The trouble 
occurred, so I pnderstand, when a non-Jew was selected on the Staff 
in preference to a Jew who was not alone equal but in all probability 
superior in point of qualification. The contention is—and I cordially 
concur in it—that if in such an appointment-a preference is to be shown, 
seeing it is for a Jewish concern, preference should be given to a Jew, 
providing, of course, that such would not prejudice the institution by 
the sefection of a less capable instead of a -_ capable man, 


It will be remembered that some correspondence was published 
im reference to the matter in Tae Jewtsi Curontcie, and it evoked a 
lettet from Mrs. Model the Hon. Secretary.

We may 
regret this, but facts are facts, and these are no times for extravagant 
delusions being nourished in their stead.

were you not in school 2"’ He wondered what passed through the mind of

the Jewish child when he or she began to explain to a Christian childs 
“Yesterday was a Festival.” But this was not all, For the average non- 
Jewish boy and girl looked upon the average Jewish boy and girl as a strange 
phenomenon, although they dressed and talked alike. There was something 
about the whole atmosphere which made the Jewish child feel that it belonged 
to a different world. All of which had an extraordinary effect upon the 
development of the character of the Jewish child who grew up with a feeling 
of nervousness and fear and never really felt itself free and independent. 
There is no ghinsaying all this. And yet my notice was drawn the 
other day to a school not very far from this Jewish Day School, where 
it is candidly announced that Jewish children are not wanted, that they 
are taken on sufferance and at a minimum, But that ¢chool has, none- 
the less, a long waiting list—of would-be Jewish scholars! The 
attraction afforded, doubtless, is that it enables the parents to boast 
to their friends that “‘ my Moses ”—I beg pardon—** Mortimer,” goes 
to a school where “there are no Jews—-or there is only one here and . 
there, who keep it to themselves,” the “ it” being the fact that they 
are Jews. Poor children; they are to be pitied ! 


There is general regret at the comparative paucity of the result 

which attended the appeal on behalf of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, 
and I would draw attention to the letter on the subject from 
Mr.- Ernst H. Schiff, which appears on another page. To 
obtain less than half of the amount asked for is,.to say the least, 
discouraging. But, on the other hand, the poor response can readily 
be accounted for, and that for other reasons than ti conventional 
ones 80 frequently advanced, such as bad trade and the large number 
of calls that have to be satisfied. Trade will have to pick up wonder- 
fully to keep pace with the literal avalanche of “ causes ” that are 
being set before the Community, and which of late appears to have 
considerably swollen. And little progress in the way of meeting these 
appeals will be made until some system is mstituted which will enlist a | 
wider number of contributors by enabling them to give from time to 
time a round sum, which will then befpllocated by some independent 
Committee to the various Charities afd Organisations in Metropolitan 
Jewry. Some of the Provincial Jewries have formed some such plan, 
and where adopted it has been found to work well. 
; This, however, largely by the way. Tn the case of the Shelter 
there is another drawback. There is not the sympathy athong Jews 
in this country for the particular ** clients ’”’ whom the Shelter befriends. ° 
The average of us do not see why they should support a lot of foreigners 
—a designation usually prefixed by a sanguinary qualification. Some 
think that the: Shelter acts as a kind of magnet drawing most 
* undesirable’ pedple to these shores who otherwise would not come 
here, and we all have heard the complaint that sonie of these immigrants 
nay be Bolsheviks, so that the Shelter is actually spreading the 
cultural and economic disease. These, reasons for not giving help to 
the Shelter are, of course, nonsensical, but it is of no use to. pretend 
that they are not held. 


As a result, the Appeal was supported at the Banquet last week, 

as appeals for this institution are always backed up, in an apologetic 

tone. Its usefulness to the Home Office was one of the pleas, which I 
*heard met by the query whether in that case the Government should 
not pay for what it finds most useful, Even the devoted President 

couched his observations in the defensive, while the Chief Rabbi could 

do no better than base the Naim that was being promoted on our duty 

to “the Stranger.” By the by, Dr. Hertz’s oration, delivered in his 

inimitable staccato, aided by the acoustic properties of the room in’ 

‘which the Dinner was held, reached a large portion of the audience as 
a series of yaps reminiscent of sometiting between a machine gun and 

a smooth-haired terrier. He could remedy this I.am sure with a little 

attention, which is much overdue on his part, to the practice of 

elocution ; and why does he, with his phenomenally excellent memory, 

on such oecasions read his speeches from manuscript ? The effect is a 

woeful lac .pontaneity in delivery, which makes his speeches appear 

to be no 5 sincerely felt-by him than is a brief by counsel or the part 

spoken by an actor. In that, at least, the Chief Rabbi does himself 

considerable injustice. | 

Reverting to the Shelter, anything like adequate support of it will 

not be forthcoming until*the Community is schooled to regard the 
aliens whom it succours, not as strangers but as brothers, and the duty 
to help them incumbent because they are fellow-Jews whose case— 


_ God forbid !—may be that of any of us any day. Not long ago I saw 


a& man who was staying at the Shelter who but a few years.ago was, in 
Eastern Europe, a leading man in his Community, a prosperous 
merchant, ever ready to do charity. He himself had been brought to 
charity because of the economic conditions that specially affect Jews. 
A fellow-feeling ought to make us wondrous kind—at least kind enough 
to keep the Shelter going free from financial anxiety, But then, before 
that, a great deal of the doctrine—I had almost written tradition— 
prevalent in Anglo-Jewry concerning foreign Jews, patriotism so-called 
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and all that sort of thing. will have fo be jettisoned in favour of the 
Jews true burden everywhere of his responsibility to all Israel. 


_* Last week I drew attention to a gratuitously offensive advertise- 
ment which had appeared in the British MEDICAL JoURNAL and the 
wording of whieh is doubtless fresh in the minds of readers. I am 
not surprised to receive the following letter expressing regret that 
such an announcement should have appeared, from Dr. G. C.

My attention has been drawn to a paragraph which appears in THE

‘The Association of Jewish Friendly Societies is, as it takes care 
from time to time to remind us, the largest organised body in the 
Community. Its able and energetic President, Colonel Charles Waley 
Cohen, represents the Association on the Jewish Agency, and, at a 
Conference held last week, he rendered the opinion he has gained, 
‘during the short time the Agency has existed, of that body and the 
use of any sort it is likely to be to the Zionist Movement in any shape 
or form. The gallant Colonel declared that the Agency is governed 
by men without a policy.” 

The Agency, he said, does not know how far it wants to go, and practises 

a policy of concealment, with results which have ted to the undermining 
of the whole position in Palestine and the relations between the Agency and 
the British Government. He had more confidence? in the people in Palestine, 
who were working out their salvation, than in this superstructure of busy- 
bodies which the Agency had become, and he went on to declare that it 
was not right to blame the British Government for the present deadlock, 
which was really due to the hopeless inexperience, incompetence and drift 
of those in charge of the Zionist Organisation. 
But was not this all along inevitable ? How is it possible for a body 
composed of persons with fundamentally. differing views to pursue 
a definite policy or to co-operate in any other wey than on the principle 
of “pull devil, pull baker?” The whole conception of the Mixed 
Jewish Agency was one of humbug and bluff, fed by. panderings to 
snobbery, and the sooner what Colonel Cohen calls.“ this super- 
structure of busybodies ” finds the fate of the original Babel tower, 
the better for all concerned, and assuredly for the future of Jewish 
Nationalism, to the development of which it is to-day one of the most 
serious drawbacks.

Our Inferiority Complex. 


By Mentor. 


ON'T let us go to Bargett—it is fall of Jews!’ “I went 
to Slopperton on the Tulips. It was not bad and—-there 
was not a single Jew in the place!" Exclamations like 
these, and they could be multiplied ad infinitum, are 

rife just now and bubble up on every hand where Mr. and Mrs. 

Everyman are planning their holidays—and not giving a thought in 

only too many cases to the holidays of the poor little kiddies of the 

But the point 
to which for the moment I would draw attention, is not so much the

of such Jews as those whose boasts and aspirations I have quoted, 


l am thinking however of the mentality 


maid who pride the meelves on thet dissec lation from their fellow- 
Jews. Why is it?. Most people will ascribe it to’snobbery. But 
gsnoble ry has in it an element of Gonsecious superiority which cannot 
be the motive with those who must be aware that the people towards 
whom they would exhibit their aloofness, are Jews just as them 
and that they are Jews just 


o seives as are those whom they would 


boveott.. Lsuggest that the attitude is traceab'e to what has been 
termed an inferiority complex. That is to say, that people afflicted 
with this psycholggicat aberration, being Jews, regard everything 
Jewish, and a fortiori Jews, as inferior. So strong is the trouble 
with some, that the fact that they are among the inferiors does not 
come into their calculation. They behave to other Jews and to 
things Jewish as they do, because they are conscious of a common 
inferiority and lack the power of seeing them in their true 


perspective. 


WELL, THIS COMPLEX—pD rhaps someone will niore narrowly and 
more accurately diagnose the trouble—pervades Jewish life 
It is at the 


root of the question of marrying out of the Community as of 


through and through both personal and Communal. 


the numberless forms which the assimilative spirit assumes among 
us. Men and women think they have entered into a superior kind 
of nuptial state when, being Jews, they ally themselves with non. 
If the marriage is in Church, they have gone a social. notch 
«higher, while, if the ceremony can be arranged for a Sabbath-day, 
they have reached in their estimation the social peak. And this, 
notwithstanding the fact that nowadays it is more than likely 
that on such occasions a cluster of Jews will be found around the 
Church altar. Indeed it strikes me that just here is our best 
hope of a staying of assimilation by mixed marriages. For if 
Jews to any extent attend such weddings, and if, moreover, as has 
happened of late, the parties to such marital’ alliances. are 
welcomed and greeted by even Zionists wedded to the National 
idea, and, even again, by our Ecc'esiastical authorities and our 
Ministers who are supposed to be the religious guardians of the 
Community, it is evident that these marriages will soon lose 
their cachet as exhibitions of Jewish aloofness, and then there 
will be no object in marrying outside. ©

Some may argue that this is a religious question—a question 
for those whom Dr. Hertz designated as Shema Jews. Others 
and I am among them, think it equally, even if it be not, 
niore fundamentally, a matter of Jewish Nationality—of the 
regard due by Jews to their National being—and so a question 
for those whom the Chief Rabbi called Hatikva Jews. The Jewish 
man or woman who marries outside, does so in clear defiance 
of Jewish law and commits a cardinal sin against the Faith. 
For religious Jews to wipe out the offence with a smile, and to 
act towards the offenders as if they bad done no wrong, is utterly 
inconsistent and absurdly out of place—for we must assume, until 
the very Heavens fall, that Ecclesiastical persons are also religious 
persons, and that being Jews they are Shema Jews within the 
Chief Rabbi's differentiation. How then can they with any show of 
reason identify themselves with these sinners in Israel by patronis- 
ing efforts they undertake, by extending to them warm greetings 
when they attend Jewish functions and by receiving them as if 

they had, so far as Jewish practice goes, acted throughout their 
‘ty. lives immaculately ? Or, the Jewish man or woman contracts a mixed 
_ marriage and thereby takes a course than which none other so surely 
ame ~ must lead to assimilation—to a losing of Jewish flesh and blood to 
| the Jewish people. How, in the name of the A.B.C. of consistency, can 


" _. Zionists who preach the National idea, invite such people to positions 


+ of honour in the Movement, who despite and in defiance-of the Jewish 
_ National Movement, have shown their contempt of their Jewish

ancestry and their disregard of their Jewish afMfiliations—in short, 
have shown themselves anxious to break off the continuity and the 
maintenance of the Jewish race and are careless about the very 
existence of the Jewish people? I think ttte strange phenomenon 
is traceable to nothing so surely as to the inferiority complex of 
Jéws as Jews, the density of which is such that even Jewish 
Nationalists accept it as a natural condition. , 


Ir WKH WILL THINK ABOUT THE MATTER for even a moment we 
will see how this curious complex works in every nook and cranny 
of Jewish life. Dayan Gollop, the other day? gave an excellent 
account of its prevalence among Jewish children who attend 
non-Jewish schools. We are shocked and vexed when we read 
advertisements of; say, hotels in America with the legend “ No Jews 
mimitted "—sometimes it is put much more offensiyely. But I am 
assured that those who thus bar Jews do so because Jews bar their 
fellow-Jews. It works out, so Lam told, like this:

THE REV. A. KATZ. 
MEMORIAL SERVICE AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


A memorial servjge in memory of the late Rev. Abraham Katz, First 
Reader of the Great Synagogue, was held in the Synagogue, Duke Street, 
on Tuesday afternoon. There was a very large Congregation which 
included the widow and sons of the deceased, the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire, the Dayanim, and a large number of Chazanim and 


_ Ministers. The service was conducted by the Rev. H. Mayerowttsch, 


assisted by the choir of the Synagogue, under the direction of Mr. David 


Levine. The service began with the singing by the choir of Psalm 121 


and the reading of the Mincha Service and scriptural verses. 

Dayan Dr. A. FELDMAN delivered an address, in the course of which 
he said that two years after the death of the Rev. Marcus Hast he installed 
from that pulpit Mr. Hast’s chosen successor, the Rev. A. Katz, who had 
come there from the chief Synagogue in Amsterdam with a-reputation for 
artistic skill and with the desire to perform the service in that sanctuary 
in the name of the Lord. Seventeen years had gone by and this Priest- 
Levite, still in the prime of life, had been withdrawn from service from 
this carthly sanctuary. ‘The genuine tributes that were paid to him on 
the day of the funeral and’subsequently, were in themselves high tribute 
to the openness and the character of the man. By the patent sincerity of 
his devotion and his rare gifts, by his life and his service, Chazan Katz won 
for himself a worthy place in that noble band of ambassadors in prayer. 
He loved the Synagogue and loved his part in it. He took no pains to 
conceal his pride in the position he occupied, fut he filled that position 
with humility and modesty. He attracted large throngs, both young and 
old, by the charm and sweetness of his voice and melody. They would 
all remember his wonderful Friday evening services when he used to 
render the words “ before Him we shall worship 
with reverence andawe.” Those words were the true reflection of their 


. departed friend's innermost feelings. His illness, which as they now 


knew, had afflicted his later years, did not affect his work in the sanc- 
tuary. He did much good work in corinection with the Great Synagogue 
Guild for Social Service and in the establishment of the Aasher Kitchen at 
the City Road Maternity Hospital. He had no interest in disputes cr 
diplomacy; his soul centred on the Synagogue and the Synagogue 
service. He was acceptable in the highest and best sense to that Congre- 
gation and he was genuinely appreciated by the larger community. 
Dayan Dr. Feldman concluded with a Prayer. 

The Ark was opened by Mr. Ernst H. Schiff, M.B.E., one of the 
Warden of the Synagogue, and the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch rendered the // 
Molé Rachamim, The service ended with the reading of Olenu and the 
singing of Vigdal to the tune of the Penitential Days. 


Sirk ISRAEL GOLLANCZ, 


A memorial service for the late Sir Israel Gollancz, was held at the 
West London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Street, on Monday afternoon. 


The Rev. Vivian G. Simmons officiated and a memorial address was 


delivercd by Dr. Claude G. Montefiore. 

Dr. Montefiore in the course of his address, said that there was some- 
thing fine in the fact that Israel Gollancz had always remained a Jew — 
not merely a Jew by descent but a° Jew by conviction anda Jew in his 
heart. There was something eminently satisfactory in the recollection 
that this man, a fine student of the English language and of English 
literature, who was the first Secretary of the British Academy, remained 
from birth to death a Jew. He had stood aloof from parties in Jewry, 
not because he was indifferent or without opinions of his owa, but because 
he was above parties and longed to reconcile them.

Jewish Health Organisation. 


DENTAL TREATMENT FOR ADOLESCENTS. 


FUNDS URGENTLY REQUIRED. 

A meeting of the Council of the Jewish Health Organisation was 
held on Thursday in last week at Friends’ House, Euston Road. Dr. 
REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN, M.D., the President, presided. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed deep regret-at-the death of Dr. A. 
Gaster and moved a vote of condolence with his family. 

*Dr. A. H. Levy, M.D., presented the report of the Executive 
Committee. Speaking of the Child Guidance Clinic, he said that the 
total number of attendances to December 31st. 1929, was 1,102. The 
Council would be pleased to hear that the Managers of the Jews’ 
Free School had given two extra rooms to the Clinic, and that the 
London County Council had approved a scheme for the complete re. 
decoration of the Clinic. They would be grateful if members of the 
Council who could help would do all they could to obtain contribu- 
tions towards the acquisition of the .necessary apparatus. A 
course of six lectures on “ The Difficult. Child” was delivered 
by the Clinic Officers at Toynbee Hall. A course of twelve lectures 
had been arranged for the. eighth year at the White- 
Chapel Art Gallery, to begin on Saturday, November Ist. 
The Healih Committee proposed to publish a poster conveying the 
healih message of the Organisation and to remind the public of 
their work. ‘They had also decided to prepare a brief survey of 
Jewish health activities in this country, which might be added as an 


appendix to the annual report. Speaking of school supervision, Dr. : 


Levy said that Talmud.Torahs were inspected once a year. They 
had every hope that, by gradual adjustment, conditions in the Tal- 


mud Torahs would, in the course of a few years, be brought into 


harmony with the generally accepted school standards. Some little 
time ug» they received a most appreciated offer from Sir. Henry 
Balfour, directo: of the London School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine, to assist the Organisation’ in its school work 
and statistical researches. -.He trusted that the proposed 
researches would not be shelved, for want of a small sum 
required to purchase the necessary apparatus. The Statistical 
Committee had prepared an- estimate of the Jewish popula-' 
tion in London in 1929,.based on Burial returns; but. the 
report had not yet been considered by the Committee, There had 
been sonie dificulty in securing dental treatment for these between 
school-leaving age and the age at which they come | under tke 
National Health Insurance. Dr. Levy gave tentatite details of the 
proposed scheme for a Clinic for the dental care of adolescents and 
mentioned that the Prunella Dental Centre Rad agreed to give 
ncecommodation for the Clinic aud were prepared to lend some of 
their equipment. The scheme had the full approval of the Associa- 
tion for Jewish Youth, and they were waiting now for the Clubs to 
agree to the nominal charges which they had offered their members. 

lr. Li. MANDEL, M.D., the Treasurer, in presenting: the annual 
accounts for 1929, said they were experiencing great difficulties in regard 
to theirtinances. It was not a question in which thousands of pounds were 
involved and it should not be difficult to raise the money necessary to meet 
the inunediate requirements of their work. ‘lheir weekly expenditure 
amounted ‘to about £30, about £1,500 per year.

The Deputies and Sabbath Observance. 


From Rabbi J. SHACHTER. 


To the Editor of JEWIsH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—The refusal of the Law and Parliamentary Committee of 
the Board of Deputies to send a delegate to the Congress of the 
World Sabbath Observance League, to be held in August next, is 
symptomatic of the lack of sympathy with such a burning questidu 
which,-:as you once designated it, ie the key-problem in 1 odern 
Judaism. An invitation to assist in the deliberations df loyal 
co-religionists fréi all over the world on the means of saving an 
immemorial institution, interwoven with the very existence of Israel, 
was lightly brushed aside. Both motives for the rejection of the 
invitation, as given in the report, do not stand argument. The 
excuse that it was a matter for the Ecclesiastical Authorities was 
very conveniently given, while the fact remains undisputed thak the 
problem of the observance or the non-observance of Sabbath affects 
deeply the foundations-of Jewish life all round—economically, 
socially and culturally, and consequently must concern all those 
who care for the welfare of their co-religionists. 

“ Mentor,’ in his instructive debate with “Gaza,” in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 30th May says, en passant, that he is not 
quite sure whether Sabbath dbservance is essentially fundamental 
in Jewish survival, but he does not deny its place as one of the 
agencies which have preserved the Jew from destruction of body 
and degradation of mind by its provision of a corollary of that 
family life which is so essential for real character-building. The 
fact remains that Judaism stands and falls with the Sabbath in the 
various countries where Jews live. 

_ Such world-wide questions as the five-day working week which 
will prominently be discussed, and # which the American delegates, 
if | may anticipate, will largely contribute—since this movement 
has gained good ground there; such a vital question as the proposed 
Calendar Reform, the introduction ef which threatens to increase 
immeasurably the difficulties of Sabbath observance to the over- 
whelming majority of Jews; such and many other questions which 
will be submitted by delegates from the various parts of the world, 
surely deserve the participation of such a body as the Board which 
Claims to have made Jewish History since 1760. And what is to be

The Mandates Commission Questionnaire. 

A large number of questions were submittgl to the Government by the 
Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations. The first 
question relates to the measures taken to place the country under such. . 
political, administrative and economic conditions as would secure the 
establishment of the national home of the Jewish people and the effects of 
those measures. 

The anywer is: In 1929, authorisation for the admission of 4,700 Jewish 
ly» bour immigrants was granted by the Administratron: A grant of £P.20,000 

. was-made by the Administration to the Executive of the Jewish Agency’ 
towards its expenditure during the year en schoo's under its control. Further 
protection was accorded in the Customs Tariff, to newly-established Jewish 
industries. The electoral Regulations for the Jewish Community were ~ 
rublished at the beginning of 1930; and the Register of Voters was drawn 
up. 3,882 Jews (affecting 7,018 souls) were naturalised as Palestinians. 

In reply to the question as to what measures had been taken to place 
the country under such political, administrative and economic conditions 
as would secure the development of self-governing institutions, the Report 
says: Following a series of meetings between the. High Commissioner and 
officers of the Administration, instructions were issued ‘upon which a compre- 
hensive Bill dealing with local government was drafted. An outstanding 
event of importance was the consolidation of the indebtedness of Tel-Aviv 
Local Council, and a reduction of the total debt by the principal ‘creditors. 
A Committee of Moslems, which had been appointed by Lord Plumer to 
make recommendations for a complete revision of the arrangements governing 
the working of the Supreme Moslem Sharia Council, reported and, with 
certain minority observations, made recommendations of far-reaching import 
for the creation of a General Moslem Assembly and a Supreme Moslem 
Council separately elected. The Va’ad Leumi, which is the body acting in 
the capacity of the constitutional General Council in the Regulations for the 
Jewish Community, 1927, submitted the draft of an electoral régulation 
which will enable the Rabbinical Council and offices to be reconstituted, an 
Elected Assembly and General Council (Va‘ad Leumi) to be elected and 
powers of taxation to be exercised by Local Community Committees. 

- In reply to a question on the work of the Jewish Agency in Palestine, 
a comprehensive account of the Agency's participation in the development 
of the country is given :— 

(). What measures have been taken to facilitate Jewish Immigration ? 

A. Of the immigrants who entered Palestine in 1929, 5,249 were Jews. 
This figure includes 1,194 travellers who were granted permission, on 
conditions stated in the previous Reports, to remain permanently in the 
country. 368 Jewish political refugees from Russia were allowed to enter 
in: !929, under due safeguards. 

(. What measures have been taken in co-operation with the Jewish 
Agency to encourage the close settlement by Jews on the land (give figures) ? 

A. The Jewish population of Palestine in 1918 was 56,000, and in 1929, 
was 165,000, 

(). What is the text of the Nationality Law ? 

A. The text was printed as an Appendix to the Report for 1925. 

An Order was made under the Palestine Citizenship Order in Cyuncil, 
1922, to provide that no applications for citizenship under Article 5 thereof 
would be accepted after the 6th August, 1929, it being considered that all 
persons who had opted for Palestinian citizenship in 1922 and who genuinely 
desired to acquire that citizenship definitely would by that date have had 
ample time in which to do so, . ' 

Q. How have the interests of the community been safeguarded in the 
execution of measures taken to secure the development of the country in 
respect of public ownership or control of any of the natural resources of the 
country or of the public works, services and utilities ? 

A. The following Ordinances of 1929 may be cited: Tobacco (Amend- 
ment), Customs, Coinage (Amendment), Companies, Road Transport, Stamp 
Duty (Amendment), Collection of Taxes, Matches Excise (Amendment). 
Urban Property Tax (Amendment), Survey, Customs Tariff (Amendment). 
The text of the Dead Sea Concession and the Tiberias Baths’ Concession are 
given in Appendices II and LIT to this Report, and Notes on the Haifa 
Harbour Works and on the working of the Dead Sea Concession in 
Appendices X and XIV. !

Pressing for Parliamentary Debate. 
DR. WEIZMANN’S CHANGED ATTITUDE. 


Difficulties of the Government. 


‘From our Parliamentary Correspondent. | 
House OF COMMONS. 


A firmer hand is presumably being shown by Dr. Weizmann in 
his negotiations with the Colonial Office, as he has recently resisted 
certain suggestions by the Colonial Office, with unaccustom@d deter- 
mination. Only a fortnight ago, I am told, the Colonial Secretary 
decided to restrict the transfer of land in Palestine to Jews and Dr. 
Weizmann was, I am authoritatively assured, presented with an 
ultimatum which demanded his acquiescence. The Zionist leader, 
however, surprised the Government by his attitude, as he positively 
refused to identify himself with the outrageous proposal of: the 
Colonial Office. Indeed, my informant tells me that Dr. Weizmann 
openly defied the Government and dared them to take such a step, 
with the ultimate result that the Government rejected the proposal 
of the Colonial Office. In the last day or two the Government have 
been complaining of what they call Dr. Weizmann’s aloof superiority, 
but the Zionist leader is undoubtedly scoring by adopting. the 
policy, which has for long been urged by THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE, of 
firmly resisting every effort by the Colonial Secretary to water down 
the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. 

A Museum for Faffures.

Mr. Exiasu exhibited an album of photographs showing Jews 


seated at prayer on benches by the Wall and submitted account books 


of the Jerusalem Sey herdic Community of 1797, detailing items of 
repair at the Wall and the cost of the removal of filth which had been 
deposited there by Arabs. . 

An old Bokharan Jew, Mr. Benzicn ISSAKHARC FF; gave evidence on 
his knowledge of conditions at the-Wailing Wall during his forty years’ 
residence. in Jerusalem. He said that in 1894 he gave a donation 
towards the upkeep of the Wall as a place of Jewish worship, and a 
few years later had brought prayer and psalm books for use there. He 
declared that he always prayed at the Wailing Wall with a Congrega- 
tien, and that the Scroll of the Law was used at the services. Many 
other religious articles were also used at the Wall. He further stated 
that he attended services at the Wailing Wall in the morning, in the 
afternoon, in the evening, and even at midnight. On Rosh Hashana - 
the Shofar was blown eat the services. After the War, when he returned 
to Jerusalem, witness said he found the benches had been burned by 
Moslems on account of the shortage of wood and-he had bought twenty- 
five new chairs for the use of worshippers. | 

The Vice-Mayor of Jerusalem, Mr. Caarmm Sotomon, then gave 
evidence, stating that thirty-five years ago he was in possession of an 
order for the protection of the worshippers at the Wailing Wall. He 
never heard of any Moslem objections to the Jewish prayers at the 
Wailing Wall before the troubles in recent years, and he never saw any 
Moslems visiting the Wailing Wall for the purpose of offering prayers 
there. 

Mr. Richard Hucues, an Englishman who has been resident; in 
Palestine for almost forty years, said that for many years he cculd 
remember having seen Jews praying at the Wailing Wall in Congre- 
gations and using benches there. He said that the woméeif worshippers 
used to be separated from the men by a screen. He declared that he 
never heard of any attempts by the Turkish officials to prevent the 
Jews from using benches at the Wailing Wal!, and that until th» recent 
disturbances he was unaware of any claim that the Wailing Wall was 
holy to the Moslems. On the other hand, he always saw large numbers 
of Jews visiting the Wailing Wall area to pray there. 

On Tuesday morning Rabbi Scuarr, the Chief Ashkenazi Dayan, 
testified to the use of benches at the Wailing Wall services. He stated 
that in 1912 Mr. Henry Morgenthan, the American ambassador at 
Constantinople, had lent his aid to settle the dispute with regard to 
the benches at the Wall. | 

Valuable evidence was provided during the afternoon by a film 
showing incidents at the Wailing Wall in 1911. The picture gave 
scenes and crowds of worshippers seated, on benches with women 
kissing the stones, and ineluded a “close-up” of British tourists 
viewing the scene with interest and ‘stirprise. There was aleo a view

A Convenient Delay for the Government.

and it is clear that the Zionist interests will require to be carefully 
safeguarded while the House is not sitting, as there is a distinct 
danger of departmental decisions of a hostile character being 
reached without consulting the House. The Government are, how- 
eyer, known to be alarmed at the intensity of feeling aroused 
throughout world Jewry and they will probably hesitate to commit 
another blunder which would precipitate a first -class crisis im the 


Labour ranks. 
Negotiations are said to be proceeding between the Government 


and the Zionist leaders regarding a proposed conference with the 
Arabs in the autumn, but practically no progress seems to have been 
made. Members do not believe that a conference will serve any 
useful purpose at this stage. 

Where the Shoe Pinches. 


The Consultative Committee of the Labour Party, over which 
Mr. Harry Snell presides, is sending a deputation to Lord Passfield 
to press for the revocation of suspension of immigration. This 
influential Committee of the entire Parliamentary Labour Party 
speaks with gome authority and Ministers pay due attention to its 
requests. 

There is a widespread feeling tnat the Government have 
alienated Jewish support in the country and that those who voted 
Labour at the last election will not do so again. In Ministerial 
circles there is some fear that several seats will be lost through the 
Government's blunders .in connection with Palestine. In seats 
where there is a big Jewish vote certain Labour Members are very 
apprehensive, and they have been urging the Government not to 
ignore the nature of recent protests. 


Sir John Simpson's Unsatisfactory ‘Mission, 
> 
ADMIRATION FOR JEWISH ACHIEVEMENT. 


[From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM.| 


Sir John Simpson, the English expert on agriculture and colonisa- 
tion, who was sent by the British Government to Palestine on a: 
special mission, is still in the country, investigating the conditions 
here. He is one of the matter-of-fact, courteous and taciturn 
English civil servants, who say little of what they think and from 
whose statements one can gather very little of what is in their 
mind. 

As far as it is possible to ascertain Sir John’s views, it can only 
be said that he arrived in the country for the sole purpose of find- 
ing out whether or not Jewish immigration and colonisation 
are harmful to the Arabs. Consequently, his starting point is not 
the Jewish National Home, but in how far its realisation can 
adversely affect the Arab population. 

Withal, Sir John could not suppress his admiration for Jewish 
achievement and has, on several occasions, openly expressed it. All 
the same, however, the general impression here is that the Jews 
can expect very little satisfaction and encouragement from his 
report. 

It is possible that Sir John may Visit Transjordan, but this part 
of Palestine is excluded from his terms of reference, though it can 
hardly be expected that the Palestine land problem could be solved 
without an extension of Jewish colonisation in Palestine. .When he

* Palestine as a Political Factor.” 
AN ARAB-JEWISH CO-OPERATIVE STATE. 


. Mr. Michael Marcus, M.P., addressed a meeting of his consti- 
tuents. under the auspices of the Dundee Fabian Society last 
Saturday evening on ~ Palestine as a Political Factor.’ Mr. RopertT 
Mcintosn, M.A., B.Se:, presided, 

Mr. Marcus said that the Zionist ideal had received the support 
of the most distinguished intellectuais in the world because df the 
spirit of idealism which animated the Jewish pioneers in Palestine, 
whose achievement against enormous odds was one of the few 
encouraging chapters in the history of the past decade. Much of 
the recent trouble had been created by professional agitators, and 
he had no doubt whatever that if the Arab and = Jewish 
masses were: now left to work out the future of the country, 
a great co-operative State would very quickly be built wp. 
Progress had also been hindered by the tactics of Arab 
absentee land speculators who were extorting inflated prices 
for land purchasel by Jews one day, and protesting against 
the entrance of the purchasers into Palestine the hext day. There 
were some 800,000 Arabs and some 160,000 Jews in Palestine, 
and it was_a common error to test their respective claims numeri- 
cally; but it was not a contest between those resident in Palestine. 
The real issue was between sixteen million Jews throughout the 
world and. the 800,000- Arabs in Palestine. In order to solve the 
present problem, it would be necessary to take into account the 
enormous potentialities of Transjordania which was_ sparsely 
populated and more fert}e than Palestine itself. ‘The Jews were 
excluded from that territory, although the legal aspect of that 
exclusion was rather doubtful, and he thought that large-scale Arab 


occupation of Trans-Jordan would inevitably lead to Arab and 
Jewish co-operation economically and politically.

Lyonnaise Salad 


Cooked macaroni, 6 ozs. Shredded lettuce. 
Cooked fish, 6 ozs. Hard-boiled eggs (one or two). 
Salad cream, 1 gill. Tarragon vinegar, 2 teaspoonfuls. 


FLAKE the fish: cut the macaroni into short lengths. Mix tovether ; 
add.the tarragon vinezar and season with salt and pepper. Mix with the 
salad cream and heap up ina howl. Arrange a border of shredded lettuce 
around and garnish with hard-boiled eggs. 


Cheese Salad. 


SHRED as much lettuce as required and put a small quantity in the 


‘bottom of a bowl. Sprinkle with grated cheése. Continue these layers 


until the ingredients are used up, then dress with a French dressing and 
garnish with sliced cucum er and ‘quartered tomatoes. If liked, some 


. diced cooked potato can bggmixed with the salad. 


Cauliflower and Beetroot Salad. 
One larue cooked cauliflower... Salad dressing. 
One cooked beetroot. Chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
One lettuce. 


DIVIDE the cauliflower into large sprigs ; peel and slice the beetroot ; 
shred the lettuce. Heap up the cauliflower ‘in a bow]; put a border of 
lettuce around, then one of beetroot. Pour over any kind of salad 
dressing and sprinkle with chopped parsley.

Unsatisfactory Condition of Chaszanut in England. 


CONTINENTAL COMPARISONS.

Home Office and Foreign Chazanim. 


As announced in our last issue a Provisional Committee was 
formed to consider what means can be adopted to maintain the 
supply of efficient Chazanim in this country. The supply has been 
greatly diminished in consequence of the stoppage of immigration 
and through various other causes. A meeting was held on Monday 
evening at the Hampstead Synagogue, Dennington Park Road, which 
was attended by some of the Honorary Officers of the United Syna- 
gogue, the Wardens of constituent Synagogues and representatives 
of the Association of Chazanim. Mr. David Greenhill, Chairman of 
the Provisional Committee, presided. Sir Robert Waley Cohen, 
K.B.E., Mr. Otto Schiff, O.B.E., Mr. N. S. Lucas and Mr. A. J. Jacobs 
represented the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue. 

Sir RoBeERT WALEY COHEN said that there was a deficiency 
of men willing to devote themselves to the training in 
Chazanut. The modern Congregations here required of the Chazan 
in addition many of the duties of a Minister. They liked to feel 
that the men who stood up and conducted their services for them 
also ministered to their spiritual needs: and therefore there was a 
very real necessity for the training of such men wlio were entering 
the Ministry. It was no good asking Jews" College or any other 
institution to add to the curriculum, unless they provided the means 
todo so. It wonld be the duty of the Committee to be appointed 
from that meeting to take the matter in hand. 


Chasanim on the Continent. 

The Rev. H. MAYeROWITSCH, who has been a Chazan in four 
countries on the Continent, said that in Hungary, Austria and 
Czecho-Slovakia Chazqnim were taken mostly from the “Yeshibot, 
There were no Schools for Chazanim. Young boys already possessing 
a great deal of Hebrew knowledge and with good voices, joined the 
Choir of a good Chazan, took lessc 1s and thereby had ample 
opportunity for the necessary training for a Chazan.. In Germany 
?t was different. There they had a Seminary for Chazanim, because 
in Germany the Chazan was also a School Teacher. There were no 
foreign Chazanim admitted to German Congregations except in 
Berlin, Hamburg and Frankfort. In those places they took Chazanim 


from Russia, Austria or Hungary. It had been really a matter 


of great amazement to him to find when he came to this country 
a mass of valuable musical tradition, especially at the Great 


Synagogue, and at the same time great indifference in the way of . 


filling posts for Chazanim. In this country when they appointed a 
Chazan they did not stop to enquire about his qualifications and 
very often they were led to appointing a Charan out of Rachmanut. 
The Selection Committees on the Continent consisted of a body of 
experts, half of whom were singers and musicians. On the Continent 
the Chazan had nothing else to do but look after his voice and train 
properly for the Services. For eight years he had been a Chazan in 
one of the finest Synagogues in Vienna, and although many 
marriages were celebrated there he was not invited to one wedding 
dinner. In this country he was surprised at receiving so many 
wedding invitations and at having to consume so many dinners. But 
that was not all. Very often he was asked to propose a Toast 
either to the bride and bridegroom or tothe parents, and that some- 
times was embarrassing. A Chazai, in addition to his musical 
ability, should have a thorough Hebrew and secular education. He 
had heard anon-Jew at a wedding ask a colleague of his: “ Is there 
any psalm in your grace after meals?” This colleague was unable 
to answer. On another occasion, another colleague was asked 
the meaning of the wearing ofthe Tallit. Again there was a 
difficulty in answering. . He felt sure that a good many would now say 
Shehecheyanu, because of that nights meeting: It was one of the 
most important he had attended since he had been in this country so 
far as the question of Chazanut was concerned. 


Mr. J. A. SAMUEL said that the whole position was largely due 


to the inaction of Jews’ College in the past. 


The Rev. B. PALETZ said that he did not like the expression Chazan- 
Reader. They wanted men who could sing, not read. 


The Rev. 8. BLACHMAN said that there were plenty of young men at 


the Yeshiba Etz Chaim who could be trained to become efficient Chazanim. 
The Home Office and the Importing of Ci azanim. 


Mr. OTTO SCHIFF said that as the President of the Shelter he had a 
great deal to do with applications for fo.eign Rabbis. They received 
almost every week applications for Rabbis and Chazanim to come here. 
There were, he said, many so-called Synagogues in the East End that 
had brought over foreign Chazanim or Rabbis. This had been going on 
to such an extent that the Home Office was becoming alarmed, and quite 
recently he had been asked whether something could be done to train 
Rabbis and Chazanim here. The Aliens’ Department at the Home Office 
would offer every facility for students to come here trom abroad to 
qualify as Rabbis and Chazanim. If they took up the question of the 
training of Ministers here seriously they would receive encouragement from 
the Home Office. Cases had been known where Rabbis had been brought 
over to these so-called Congregations and after auittle while the Home 
Office had discovered that these gentlemen had started in business. He 


urged that some plan be drawn up by that meeting, whereby they could 
train Chazanim here. 


On the motion of Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, seconded by Dr. I. 
FELDMAN, the following resolution was adopted : 

This meeting, in order to secure for the Community a continued supply of 
efficient and fully qualified Chazanim, pledges itself to use its best endeavours 
to bring about the improved arrangements for training young men intending to 
take up Chazanut as a profession. 2 = 

The following were appointed as a Committee, which will present a 
plan and report at an early date: The Revs. H. Mayerowitsch, 58. 
Blachman, B. Paletz, Dr. I. Feldman, Messrs. D. Greenhill, N. 8. Lucas, 
5. Spanjer, J. A. Samuel, H. Gledhill, P. Jacobs andJ. Levy. Mr. Sidney 
Ellis, 27, Woodlands, Golders Green, will act as Hon. Secretary. 

It was decided to approach Jews’ College and the Yeshiba Etz Chaim 
asking these institutions to appoint representatives on the Committee.

SIR,--It was with much pleasure and satisfaction that I noted in your 
current issue that a Committee has been formed, sponsored by Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, to remedy the shortage of efficient Chazanim; and he is to 
be congratulated on his wisdom and foresight in taking up this question. 

Anglo-Jewry is not deficient in young men who, if there were a 
recognised standard of academic training for Chazanut, would easily 
qualify for any position in the land, and what is wanted is that a recog: 
nised standard shoukd be instituted. This shonld not be difficult, as the 
projected transformation of Jews’ College will lend snel}.. easily to this 
purpose. | 

I would like to remind your readers that for many years this question 
has been agitating the mind of Anglo-Jewry, and in an interview I was 
privileged to give for your columns in June 1922, my views upon the 
subject of a necessary standard for Chazanut were submitted. 

Intmy opinion, the preliminary step to take would be to invite opinions 
from prominent Chazanim in different parts of the country with the 
object of preparing the highest possible standard to be eventually adopted.

Influence of the Psalms on the Kabbalah. 


Present-Day Need for Mysticism. 


FRIEDLANDER MEMORIAL LECTURE. 


The third of the Friedlinder Memorial Lectures was delivered 
at Jews’ College on Sunday, by the Rey. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A. The 
CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE presided. 

The title of Dr. Abelson’s lecture was: “ The Influence of the 
Psalms on the Kabbalah.’ The object of the lecture, he said, was 
to.show that there were many links in the realm of thought between 
the mystic sentiments-which pervaded the Book. of Psalms and the 
mystical teachings of that great and diversified, obscure and baffling 
body of Jewish literature known as the Kabbalah. He doubted 
very much whether this aspect of the Psalms had received sufficient 
attention from Jewish thinkers and writers. The central spirijual 
convictions of the Psalms became interwoven in the texture of 
all subsequent Jewish intellectual thought. They came to 
form a solid -substratum of the Jewish Aabbalistic teachings. 
it was in the field of the literature of the Psalms that the original 
fountain of Jewish mystic inspirationlay. The Psalms had an 
esoteric significance. and their meaning, their beauty and their 
perennial yalue for the spiritual life could only be appreciated 
whenthey were approached and interpreted from this particular stand- 
point.: Many of the peculiar modes and expressions of thought, 
much of that distinctive type of instinct, intuition, feeling, emotion, 
and reasoning which were adjudged as de»ply mystical by those 
competent to speak, were largely paralleled by the strains of 
thought which pervaded and coloured the Psalms. What the 
Psalmist sought was a heart-to-heart, thought-to-thought, face-to-face 


KINSHIP WITH GOD. 


And the gateway leading to its realisation was the Torah. An 
examination of the Zoharie and Kabbalistic literature in its attitude 
towards the Torah, showed forth an elaborated re-production of this 
attitude. It was steeped in a mystic ardour for the Torah as the 
greatest thing in creation. The study and pursuit of it were not 
merely matters to be achieved, because they were commanded to 
achieve them. They were the means for reaching the desired goal, 
a “ uniting of the upper with the lower—union with God.” It was hard 
to give the present generation of Jews a satisfying conception of 
religion. Science was making sceptics of so many, while the difficulty 
of reconciling the age-old philosophy of Judaism with the current 
philosophies of the day. was creating many sectarian differences and 
disputes the possible outcome of which was being viewed with no 
small measure of alarm. What would give a foothold and anchorage 
to Judaism when all other remediés failed was a conviction of the 
reality of a spiritual world. This truth was once almost a common. 
place to the Jew. But he had largely forgotten it and he needed to 
re-learn it. And it was to the accredited mystical exemplars of what 
religious experience really meant—in other words it was to Jewish 
Psalmist and Saint and Chassid that a return must be made for a 
revived belief in the truth that there was a real affinity between the 
individual soul and the great immanent spirit, whose “ mystery " it 
had always been the supreme task of Jewish theology to describe 
and, as far as possible, to solve.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMIL. 


No. 556. —Ancient Dreaming. 


. My DEAR COUSIN, 

With the increasing development of psycho-analysis, dreams 
are again beginning to play a significant réle in life. Among the 
Ancients their influence for good or evil in determining the happi 
ness of the individual was enormous; and if other peoples were 
greatly concerned with dreams, in this respect Jews occupied no 
special position. Among them, likewise, a singular importance was 
attached to dreams. Much space is devoted to the subject in the 
pages of the Talmud—why dreams come at all, the purport of good 
dreams, ways and means of warding off evil dreams and the like. 

Speaking broadly, it was believed among Jews in olden times 
that dreams were intended to give some inkling to the dreamer of 
the trend of future events, or to spur an evil man to mend his ways. 
Many an illustration can be found in rabbinic literature in support 
of the first purpose... Enoch, for example, dreamed that the world 
would come to an end. Pharaoh, in rabbinic literature, was a great 
dreamer. On one occasion he saw. before him in the visions of the 
night an old man holding in his hands two scales, In the one 
there was the whole of Egypt; in the other there rested a lamb 
which outweighed the first scale. Those whose business it was to 
interpret his dreams, informed the king that the lamb in his dream 
pointed to the birth of a Hebrew child who would destroy Egypt. 
Needless to say, the hero of the last story was Moses; and in certain 
dreams of his own which Moses related to Jethro, the same end in 
view appeared to be prognosticated. In her youth Esther is said to 
have dreamed of the pending destruction and ultimate salvation of 
her people. Ahasuerus, too, was warned in a dream of the machina 

tions of Haman against whom he was consequently embittered. Of 
Alexandef the Great many dreams are recorded wherein his sweeping 
victories were all announced beforehand. «The adoption of Judaism 
by the King of the Chazars was due to a dream experience. Nor did 
his case stand alone. So numerous were those whoadopted Judaism 
for similar reasons, that a technical term is used in the Talmud. to 
to describe them. They were known as “dream  proselytes 
Dreams also served the purpose of settling matters of law when 
A case is recorded in the 
Talmud how in a dispute ona legal matger between Rabbi Yochanan 
and Resh Lakish the decision was made qn favour of Rabbi Yochanan 
hecause, as it was alleged, Rabbi Elear appeared to him ina dream 
and supported his view. Strangely enough, it is reported by 
Menasseh ben Israel that the resolve:to write one of his books came 
to him inadream. In mm earlier age Rabbi Amnon of Mayence, the 
author of the Piyut for Rosh Hashana Aw msnsi. is said to have 
appeared in a dream to Rabbi Kalonymos ben Meshullam and 
imparted this famous prayer to him. 

Since, in the opinion of the Ancients, dreams were important, 
ways and means had to be discovered for. inducing them, Rabbi 
Judah, for example, taught that dreams are among those things fo 
which it is meet to ask for God's goodness. So significant 
problem of dreams held to be, that a prayer against evil dreams has 
been incorporated in the standard night prayer, and can be found 
down to this very day in the ‘Authorised Daily Prayer Book. But 
the prayers for dreams were sometimes uttered for what at first 

sight appears to be an idle reason. It seems to have been a not 
uncommon practice for Rabbis to pray. to be favoured with the 
dream] vision of a distinguished teacher who had been gathered unto 
his fathers.. Sometimes dreams were induced by long fasting, some. 
times by visiting graves, sometimes also by the assistance of witches’ 
salves and potions, and sometimes by the recitation of strange 
formulae. One of these is worth quoting in full. “ If you wish ot 
induce dreams, be sure that your body and your clothes are spot- 
less, and that the room in which you sleep is sweet and clean. 
Before retiring to rest lie still on your bed and say: ‘I exhort you 
Duma (in all probability the Angel of Silence). Prince of Dreams, in 
the name of Almighty God, that you come to me this night and 
answer a question which I shall put to you. If it is your intention 
to transmit an unpleasant message, show me in my dream priests 
and churches, wells and cisterns, caves and graves. But if the 
message of the dream is of happy omen, then show me houses of 
study, scholars and books.’ Try to fall asleep after having uttered 
these words and speak to no one!’ ”’ | 


All this may sound utterly nonsensical to modern ears. In 
bygone ages this nonsense was a reality, and men and women 
pinned their faith to it. This formula does not stand alone. In 
Midrashic literature an even stranger piece of nonsense is com- 
mended to those who desire to induce a dream (2m n>xw). The 
seeker is advised to fast one day, and then to immerse his 
whole body in cold water. At the end of his fast let him eat no 
meat nor drink wine, but content himself with only light food and 
fruit. After satisfying his hunger let him wash his hands and recite 
the evening prayer. Thereafter, it is as well to proceed straight- 
away to bed. Lying down, let him recite a number of verses, some 
ten times, others five times, and continue as follows: “In the name 
of the Lord, the God of Israel, the Goi of Hosts, Wao is wholly 
good, let me be worthy of a good dream (to be said three times). O 


any particular problem was in doubt. 


God. Lord of Hosts, the Faithful One, let me have a faithful dream 
(three times).” This is to be followed by a recitation of Psalm 28. 
a seven-fold repetition of the first verse of the Book of Ezekiel, 
a three-fold recitation of a number of other verses from 
the Bible. The whole is concluded by the following prayer, 
likewise recited three times: “May it be Thy will, 0 Lord 
our God and God of our fathers, that Thou command the holy and 
pure angels (Assa, Bassa, Gassa, Agaf, Sagaf, Nagaf) who are set over 
dreams, that they may answer my desires in a dream of the night. 
| pray that these angels may come to me in peace and without anger, 
without pain, without wrath but quietly, and so that I may understand 
their message, just as Joseph understood the meaning of the dream of 
the butler and the baker of the Egyptian King Pharaoh; just as 
Daniel understood the meaning of Nebuchadnezzar's dream. Let 
me not find a cause of stumbling, let me not be frightened or hurt, 
nor let my dreams unnerve me,’ 

Whatever the modern attitude towards dreams may be, will 
anyone maintain that in regard to this matter we -have not 
progressed ? The thought also occurs to one’s mind that if in the 
past generations people were influenced in this curious fashion by 
dreams, are we not justified in examining closely their attitude to 
life which must have been shaped to some extent at least by their 
fear of dreams-? Moreover, if, as we see to-day, men in bygone 
centuries were mistaken in their fear of dreams, may they not also 
have beer mistaken in other matters ? 
thus admitted, may not a case be made out for examining in the 
light of modern knowledge the old Jewish code books which 
undeniably contain a great deal of what can only be justly described 
as nonsense ? 

The method of inducing dreams described above is, to say the 
least, long-winded. It was only to be expected, therefore, that 
shorter formule were also recommended. Strange as the longer 
ones appear, the shorter ones border on the fantastic. One of these 
aivises you to write certain mystical names on. the left hand, to 
place this hand under your head, and to fall asleep. Yet another 
short way of achieving the same end is to recite seventy-two 
times verse 6 of Numbers, chapter 12. : 

It should not for one moment be imagined that these strange 
beliefs and customs were limited to the Jewish people. Far from it. 
Jews were no different it this respect from other peoples. Those 
who have read “The Woman of Andros" will recollect the author's 
picture of.a sick man being treated in the Temple by Esculapius 
with strange rites and dream magic. : | 

Seeing that dreatas are important, rules were laid down for their 
interpretation. One }‘imple rule was to explain dreams by their 
opposites. Another principle laid down in the Talmud was that the 
interpretation was dj{fferent for different people, and also different 
according to the djfferent interpreters. One Talmudic character 
declares : “ There were twenty-four dream interpreters in Jerusalem 
and I went to_each of them, and each interpreted my dream in xu 
different w Strangely enough, all the interpretations came true.’ 
Sometimgs dreams were interpreted symbolically, at other times 
cally. White denoted good things—whether it was a white 
Sometimes the dream itself was considered : 
at other/imes it was sought to bring the dream into connection 
with a verse from the Bible. Indeed, dream books were published 
nmong Jews no less than among Christians. Dream books con. 
centrated in particular on the three ways of counteracting evil 
dreams. The first was prayer; the second was to interpret bad 
dreams in a good sense, and the third was fasting (o15n rosyp). 

A prayer for good dreams has managed to find a place in the 
Festival Prayer Book, and is doubtless read in many congregations 
even in our own time -Turn to the Priestly Benediction in any 
current Machzor, and you will find therein a strange prayer for 
good dreams. Perhaps it was the desire to do away with this that 
actuated those who pleaded for and carried out the abolition of the 
Priestly Benediction ceremonial. As for interpreting a bad dream 
in a good sense, this was a custem which @ates back to Talmud 
times. Rabbi Yochanan taught that he who had a bad dream and 
was troubled by it should appear before three learned men in order 
that these might interpret the dream in a good sense. The dreamer 
shall say (according to one authority 48 times) “ I have had a good 
dream,” and the three shall answer him: “It is indeed a good 
dream ; it shall become a good dream; may God turn it into a good 
dream.” The three shall then recite a series of Biblical verses in 
which the words “ to turn about,” “ to redeem" and “ peace ” occur. 

Fasting for evil dreams has likewise maintained itself; you will 
find rules laid down in regard to it in the Schulchan Aruch. 
According to one Talmudic Authority fasting is the most effective 
counter-measure against bad dreams. 

One cannot help wondering why there was such a fear of dreams 
in olden times. To-day one opinion at least holds that bad dreams 
are due to over-eating late at night, or to lack of exercise during 
the day. In olden times the great mass of people were troubled by 
bad dreams. If there are people to-day who suffer similarly, their 


number cannot be great... Morerver, in bygone days, people's 
od 


interests were not engaged to the same extent as they are in our 
own, and they had time, therefore,to brood over dreams. 
to-day we are-too busy. Or, possibly, we have become wiser.

; “ And Moses stripped Aaron of his garments, and put them upon 
Eleazar, his son ; and Aaron died ther, on the top of the mount ; 
and Moses and Eleazar came down from the mount. And when all 
the congregation saw that Aaron was dead, they mourned for Aaron 
thirty days, even all the house of Israel. -Numbers P2., 98.29, 

| Greater was the mourning at the death of Aaron, says the 
Midrash, than that when Moses died. The great Law-giver and 
leader of his people had often to be stern and uncompromising. His 
gifts called forth admiration and reverence, rather than personal 
affection. “And when Aaron and a!! the children of Israel saw 
Moses, behold the skin of his face shone: and they were afraid 
to come nigh him,."’ With Aaron it was otherwise. He was 
always the driend of the people, the kindly intermediary, 4 
man Sf eloquent and persuasive speech. Already in. Egypt, his 
has been the task of commending the mission of Moses to the people 
as their deliverer (Exodus iv, 6). Their consent secured, he is the 
spokesman for Moses at Pharaoh's court.: It is his eloquence that 
obtains for them a hearing in that august assembly. It is his rod 
that swallows up the rods of the magician, just as, at a later date, 
it is his rod that blossoms among al! the rods of the tribes of Israel. 
It is his censer, that, as he stands between the living and the dead, 
makes atonement for. the people and stays the plague. His kindly 
nature has also its elements of weakness. It allows him to be the 
agent of the people's idolatry in the making of the golden calf. . He 
is also involved in the slander against his brother Moses, for which 
Miriam was stricken with leprosy. But even here his ready 
pennerenmeey of folly and his passionate entreaty on Miriam's 
behalf (Numbers xii., 11,°12) reveal something of the gentle. 
ness and generosity that mark his character. The prophet 
Malachi, who deemed the priesthood of his own day to have 
fallen below the standard set in ancient times, draws a beautiful 
picture of the ideal Priest: “The law of truth was in his mouth. 
and iniquity was not found upon his lips; he walked with 
mein peace and equity and turned many away from iniquity.” Hillel, 
perhaps prompted by similar reasons, made Aaron the example to 
be held up before his scholars. Hy bids them learn from him 
who “loved peace and pursued it, who loved his fellow-creatures 


aud brought them near unto the Torah" (Abot. i., 12). 
When Moses was appointed the deliverer of Israel and 
Aaron only his assistant, no jealousy arose in the elder 


brother's heart. “He met him and kissed him and _ rejoiced 

in his heart.’ (Exodus iyv.). It is of these two, says the 

a Midrash, that it is written : “ Behold, how good and how pleasant it 

is for brethren to dwell together.in unity. Like the precious oil 

upon the head that anvinted Aaron’ at his consecration to the High 

Priesthood, his reward for the faithfulness with which he 

had served his younger brother.

How could 

I face him if he were to greet me after I have sinned?” Thus the 

wicked man restrained himself from sin. And when Aaron knew two 

ay friends had quarrelled, he would go to one of the parties, and say 4 

“I saw your friend to-day. He is bitterly lamenting his unkindness 

to you, and his unfriendly attitude. He says he is ashamed to face 

you, knowing that he is at fault.’ Aaron would sit with him and 

speak thus to him until all the enmity had left his heart. Then he 

woulg@repair to the other friend and tell him similarly. So skilfully 

did he persuade each of them that, when they met, the two who had 
been at enmity embraced and were reconciled, 

It was but natural that the kindness and love that characterised 
Aaron's attitude to his people should be extended to him also, when 
he was most in need of it. It was Moses’s sad task to tell his 
brother that he was to be the first to pay that penalty. Moses rose 
early in the morning to visit his brother, who asked him for what 
cause he had come there at so early an hour. Moses said to him: 

“TT have been wakeful all night and troubled in my mind.” Aaron 
; said: “‘ What was the matter that troubled you?” “Ido not know 
exactly what it was,” said Moses, * but it was in the Book of Genesis. 
Let us take it and read it.’ Sothey took Genesis and read it together, 
chapter by chapter and, as they read, exclaimed ever and anon: “ How 
well and how beautifully was completed this work of the creation ! " 
When they came to the account of the creation of man, Moses said 
to his brother: “ Was this also well? Did not Adam bring death into 
the world?” But Aaron said: That is also God's decree. We must 
accept it also with thankfulness. But surely you and I have still

days. Alas! the day has come when you must die.” So Aaron, his

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NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath Numbers xix., 1—xxii., 1. 


XIX., 15. “Open vessel.” The Jewish commentators are 
doubtless right in assuming that an earthenware vessel is here 
intended, as in Leviticus xi., 838. Such a vessel can only contract 
impurity when the defiling medium touches its interior. For that 
reason, the proviso is made that when a lid is securely attached to 
it,.it does not come. under the ban; since it is assumed that the lid 
will be closed and so protect the inside of the vessel. 

Verse 16. “ The open field.” The Hebrew phrase simply means 
“in the open,” in contrast to an enclosed space such as a tent, This 
is Clear from II Samuel xi., 11, “ My lord, Joab, and the servants of 
my lord are encamped in the open field; shall I then go into 
my house ?” 

“One that dieth of itself." This translation of the Amerivan 
Jewish Version is preferable to “a dead body,’ which is given bys 
the Revised Version, as it expresses the intention of the Hebrew. 
From the point of view of the law of defilement, there is no differ. 
ence between a natural death or a death by violence, In. both 
circumstances the body causes ritual impurity. The Sifré deduces 
from “slain with a sword’ that one who touches the sword likewise 
becomes unclean. | | 

‘A bote of a man,’ An interesting illustration is cited by 
Josephus: “When the Jews ¢elebrate the Feast of Unleavenéd 
Bread, which we call the Passover, it is customary for the priests to 
open the Temple gates just after midnight. When, therefore, ‘these 
gates were first opened at this Passover, some of the Samaritans 
who had come privately to Jerusalem threw about dead men's bones . 
in the porticoes; so the Jews afterwards excluded them all from 
the Temple, which they had not used to do at such festivals; and on 
other accounts also watched the Temple more carefully than they 
had formerly done’ (Antiquities xViii., 11., 2). 

“A grave.’ Even to step on a grave, was sufficient. to make-a 


. person unclean. For that reason there was a regulation that graves 


should be whitewashed a few weeks before Passover, as a precaution 
against people detiling themselves and becoming debarred from 
appearing in the Temple on the Festival. This custom was. the 
origin of the opprobrious phrase “ whited sepulchres” which was 
applied to the Pharisees in the New Testament. 

Verse 17. The Rabbis concluded from the wording of the text 
that the ashes must not be placed in a vessel and the water then 
poured over them, The verse does be state, “ They shall take of 
the ashes in a vessel.’ The correct: procedure was to add the ashes 
to the water which was already in the urn. The water had to be 
taken fresh from a well or stream and not from a cistern, possibly 
as asymbol of purity or to assure that the water itself had not been 
previously defiled. 

Verse 18. These laws of purification applied also to soldiers 
Who had been .engaged in battle, and afe specially referred to in 
such a connection in 19ff. 

Verse 20. This versé appears to be an unnecessary repetition 
of verse 18 above. Ibn Ezra, however, notes that in the former 
passage the text ‘reads: “~ Whosoever .toucheth the dead, even the 
body of any man that is dead, and purifieth not himself,” whereas 
here it is simply: but the man that shall be unclean and shal! 
not purify himself.’ Between these two verses, there has been an 
extension of the law to include contact with a bone or a grave, in 
addition to a corpse. Hé, thefefore, suggests that we are now given 
the general command: “ the man that shall be unclean,” in the sens 
whether the cause be a corpse or a bone or a grave. The repetition 
was accordingiy necessary to emphasise the strictness of the law, and 
to stress the thought that the Israelite must not think the necessity 
for purification less urgent if he became defiled by something other 
than a dead body. ‘ 

In the present verse we have the word e'1POS but in verse 18 it 
is 12%), The Talmud argues that both terms are necessary. The 
latter refers to the temporary Tabernacle which was used as 
the Sanctuary until such time as the Temple was erected. If 
both verses had employed the word |22%, it might have been 
wrongly deduced that the law was applicable only in the Tabernacle 
and not in the future Temple. On the other hand, if &® alone had 
been used, the incorrect inference might have been drawn that the 
law was not to be enforced in the Tabernacle and only came into 
force when the Temple was built and dedicated. By employing 
both terms all doubt was removed, and it was understood that the 
ordinance held good both in the wildérness and in Canaan.

Disintegration in Progress. 


The Synagogue “Centre” Idea. 


\ FLIGHT OF THE. RABBIS. 


From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK. 

The wave of “ pulpit farewells" in the American Synagogue is 
really more serious than has generally been made known. Only two 
Rabbis, both of them young, have taken spectacular leave of their 
forum, but many more conservative and reform ministers have 
thrown up the sponge in a quiet and dignified manner. As Rabbi 
Spitz, of Hoboken, N.J., put it recently, it is only in Soviet Russia 
that Rabbis publicly announce their, withdrawal from the Jewish 
clergy. Itis an open secret, also, that the number of resignations 
would be considerably augmented were it not that everyone 
cannot afford the luxury. It is unlikely that the pulpits will 
remain empty as there are many candidates on the Rabbinical 
market to-day. Nevertheless, many of the more serious Rabbis are 
genuinely distressed by the ministerial withdrawals, and this has 
precipitated anew a fervent discussion of what is wrong with 
Synagogue life and what is the future of American Judaism. 

Rabbi Spitz declares that : 

The Synagogue has become willy-nilly, a department store of 
Judaism—a shool and a pool, a school and a gym., a Kasher caféteria and 
a dance hall, a pulpit and a forum, a library—all in the same building and 
under the same auspices. The Rabbi emerges as the general manager of 
this complex plant. This Synagogue “ Centre” idea has been overdone ; 
it tends to vulgarise Jewish institutional life, and it sucks out too much 
marrow of the Community's resources. Therefore, Rabbis who-cannot 


see any “fun” in this frenzied “ go getting ” movement in the Synagogue — 


and can make a living elsewhere, desert the Rabbinate more and more 
frequently. 

Rabbi Spitz’ viewpoint is upheld by Mr. Louis J. Moss, Chairman 
of the Finance Committee of the United Synagogue of America. In 
a radio address recently,‘Mr. Moss complained that the Synagogue 
has been occupying itself with other interests to the neglect of its 
primary religious purposes. He urged that for the Synagogue 
to make itself again a vital force in Jewish life, it must divest 
itself of non-religious activities and restore the Rabbi to his former 
sphere of influence. 

Rabbi |. L. Brill, one of the better known Orthodox Rabbis. 
devotes himself to the present state of Judaism in America and 


tells us: 


Spiritually, American Jewry is in bad shape. We are told that 
hundreds of communities are disintegrating; we are told that Jewish 
education is in a parlous state; we are told that there is drift and indi- 
ference; we are told that we are losing our youth; we are told that Jews 
are flocking to the Christian Science Churclies, and that forty per cent, of 
the membership of John Haynes Holmes Community Church.is composed 
of Jews; we are told how every new cult attracts Jews more than any 
other element; we are told that there is friction between laymen and 
spiritual leaders; we are told ever so many things that must give every 
thinking Jew and Jewess cause for much thought and searching of heart. 
We are told that the Synagggue has been secularised and that the Rabbi 
is no more than a hired servant who has to obey orders and has to be 
docile and meek. Knowing all these things and deploring conditions,” 
continues Rabbi Brill, “ neither Rabbis nor laymen at the recent Orthodox 
and Conservative conveutions made any declaration that might help 
better conditions.” 

“American Judaism,’ said Rabbi Brill, “is a book with a 
beautiful preface but with nothing inside.” He is inclined to agree 
with other ministers, he adds, that there is too much disunion and 
discord existing in orthodox ranks, both among the Rabbis as well as 
among the laity. American Jewry's great need, he said, was an 
intelligent laity. A ten line report of a convention of any orthodox, 
conservative or reform organisation in the New YorK TIMES was 
regarded as of greater value than the best account in any Jewish 
paper. Any Rabbi, including the most orthodox, would sing 
“ Hallelujah!" if he saw his name in print in the Trmes or even in 
any paltry non-Jewish sheet. Where did the fault lie? Basically, 
American Jewry was unsound. Leaders and the rank and file dealt 
too much in trivialities, in externals, in superficialities in creating 
organisations without any bodies to organise. What was to be done? 
First and foremost, the spiritual leaders of whatever shade must 
give expression to principles. They were frankly weary of a 
Rabbinate which obeys and follows and does not lead. Second, the 
laity must begin to function. The congregational bodies should be 
manned and officered solely by laymen who must learn that Rabbis. 
no matter how large in numbers, cannot solve problems for which 
they, the laymen, are responsible. The Rabbi must cease to be a 
jack-of-all-trades, a money-getter, a dancing teacher, a gymnasium 
instructor, an organiser, and what not.”’ 3 

Dr. Brill but utters the sentiments of the majority of the sincere 
ministers who are simply tied down “to the job.” But there have 
been signs, within the past few months, of an awakeping to ideals 
and a striving for finer things. The Reform Rabbis are taking stock 
of themselves and of their principles and they have apparently 
decided to go upon safer and saner ways. There is a distinct ten- 
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dency in this respect towards Conservative Judaism. Rabbi rem 
Brickner. of Cleveland, Ohio, spiritual leader of one of the pee 
of Reform Temples there, has added many emphatically orthe ox 
features to his services. Cantors to chant services in the trad!- 
tionally orthodox manner have been added in many song ree 
gogues. Recently, a Rabbi at the Hebrew Union College, t e a 
of Reform Judaism, sounded a warning against the discarding oO 
eustoms and ritual as tending to stifle Jewish life out of the 
Sy gowues. 
Mago ‘fe one other aspect of the religious situation which is 
deserving of mention, and that is, the war against ~ fake Rabbis, 
which was recently launched. The Orthodox Rabbis,- in their 
recent Convention, adopted a resolution designed to expose those 
who illegitimately employ the title of Rabbi. The Brooklyn Jewish 
Board of Ministers and the New York Board of Ministers have also 
taken up the mittter, and have asked the public carefully to invest. 
gate the credentials of ministers before allowing them to officiate 
at any functions. 


Rabbi Favours Mixed Marriages. 
A Very “ Liberal” Jew.

During the past few weeks, various Rabbis have drawn atten- 
tion to the evils of mixed marriages. Their protest has been 
supported by the Presbyterian General Assembly, W hich has stated 
that persons of different religions should not marry. Rabbi Levy, 
hotvever, thinks differently. He declared that mixed marriages 
should not be opposed “where true love and affection are the 
guiding motives.” .“ The very strain of overleaping religious 
boundaries,” he goes on, “is one test of real devotion—or at least it 
has often proved so. To guard against possible disagreements in 
mixed marriages, he proposes there should be a pre-nuptial agree- 


ment that the children are to be brought up in one faith which. 


both should agree upon, and this selection should determine 
the religious quality of the marriage. If both are willing to 
live by the principles of Judaism and teach those ideals to their 
children, a Rabbi may safely officiate. If, however, both prefer the 
Christian faith, let them be wed by some Christian minister! ~ We 
are very intolerant,” says this representative of a neo-Judaic faith. 


* Almost every rabbi insists that if one of our faith is to wed one of- 


any other religion, that other one must become a formal proselyte to 


our .religion. It is plain that under the supreme urge of deep. 


affection many, if not all, of these converts accept the faith under 
compulsion, Such conversions,” he added, “ awe worse than useless. 
They tend always towards hypocrisy.”

_A Million Dollars Per Annum for Jewish Children.

The National Conference of Jewish Social Service was held in 
Boston, before Jewish welfare workers from all parts of the country. 
Post-war changes in the migration of Jews were discussed in a session 
presided over by Professor Nathan Isaacs, of Harvard University. — 

Mr. Isadore Hershfield, of the Hias, in an address. on the trend 
of problems resulting from present immigration laws in the United 
States, declared that there had been 862,047 Jewish arrivals in the 
last decade. 

Dr. Robert Axel, of the Bureau of Jewish Social Research, said 
that there are approximately 10,000 dependent Jewish children in 
Jewish orphanages and foster homes in the United States. Half of 
these children were to be found in New York City. In 1928, various 
organisations spent more than 1,000,000 dollars per annum for the 
care of dependent Jewish children. 

Other sessions were devoted to the subject of the care of the 
aged and problem children. |

The Evacuation of the Rhineland. 


German Jews Triumph in Trepidation. 
~ [From a Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 


The last battalions of the French Occupation Army left Rhine- 
land this week.

It was indeed a day of joy and satis- 
factacn to the German people, who al! through these years have not 
ceased locking forward to the moment when the victorious French 
tricolour wou!d finally go and the complete control of the occupied 
territory would uxce more revert to Germany. 

The Jewish citi.ens of Germany, whose devotion and loyalty to 
their home country in war and in peace ig above question, would 
wholeheartedly join in the genera! rejoicing and the celebrations 
connected with this great historic event. were it not for the fear 
that on the heals of the last allied soldier will come a militant anti- 
Semitism. The German Jew learned by sad experience that as soon 
as the allied troops leave a district, anti-Semitism, which had been 
rigorously suppressed during their presence, lifts its head and 
becomes again virulent and active. Anti-Semitic societies and 
organisations, dormant during the occupation, become energised 
and aggressive. The German Jewish press is full of complaints, and is 
already citing abuse and insult on the part of a population which 
has itself only just been freed from foreign eontrol. | 

What could be more pitiful and more tragic than the sight of 
faithful, loyal citizens, who in their desire to join the rest of the 
population in a national manifestation of joy, are prevented by the 
fear of renewed persecution ? 


The Riots in a 


Police Inactivity. 
\From a Correspondent.—BUCHAREST. | 


According to the latest information from Beltzi, the anti-Jewish 
excesses there lasted four days. The brutality of the anti-Semitic 
rioters reached extensive dimensions. They even attempted to 
dishonour Jewish girls. It was only the heroic defence of Jewish 
young men that saved the girls from the hands of the rioters. When 
the Jews realised their danger they organised a self-defence corps, 
but the police ordered the Jews to remain in their houses, and 
threatened to fire at the Jewish self-defenders who attempted to 
patrol the streets. At the same time, however, the police permitted 
several hundreds of anti-Semitic peasants in full military formation. 
armed with hammers, iron sticks and all kinds of weapons to attack 
the Jews in the streets, to break windows in Jewish houses and to 
destroy Jewish property. 

The Jew, Landau, who was dangerously wounded by the anti- 
Semitic rioters, has since died in the hospital. Many other Jews 
were wounded during the riots, and some of them received serious 
injuries. The wounded include several Jewish women. The pogrom 
agitation of the anti-Semites is spreading throughout Bessarabia, and 
the police are everywhere inactive in the suppression of the agitation. 

The Roumanian pro-Jewish newspapers, in discussing the 
situation, invite the Roumanian statesmen to copy the example of the 
French ex-Premier, Mr. Painleave, and issue statements denouncing 
anti-Semitism in the same terms as Mr. Painlevé used in bis message 
to the meeting, held in Paris, as a protest against the anti-Semitic 
excesses in Roumania. 


Electing a Chief Rabbi. 
—~> 
Lublin Shows the World. 


[From a Correspondent.—WaAksaw.} 


The former Rabbi of Pietrikow, Rabbi Shapiro, who is now the 
head of the new Great Yeshiba, Lublin, has been elected Chief 
Rabbi of Lublin. The meeting of the Jewish Communal Council at 
which the election tock place was a very stormy one and it lasted 
until 6 am. At first, the votes were equally divided, 12 against 
Rabbi Shapiro and 12 for him. Rabbi Shapiro's candidature was 
strongly supported by the Agadat Yisrael partisans, but it was 
opposed by the Jewish National groups. Finally, however, the 
partisans of the Agudat Yisrael brought to the meeting their only 
missing member of the Council, who was very ill and who came to 
the meeting at a grave risk, ignoring the instructions of his doctors. 
The opponents of Rabbi Shapiro then commenced violent obstruc- 
tionist tactics, in the course of which several members of the Council 


fainted. During the meeting, the lights in the hall failed and- 


shameful scenes of fighting occurred between the protagonists and 
the opponents of Rabbi Shapiro. The crowds which were assembled 
outside the hall threw stones into the hall. The police were 
summoucd and the lights were restored. The meeting was 
finally concluded at 6 a.m. with the election of Rabbi Shapiro 
by a majority of one vote. The opponents of Rabbi Shapiro have 
decided to protest to the Ministry against the legality of the 
election, on the ground that it was carried without a previous 
notice inviting applications from other candidates. In the mean- 
time, however, Rabbi Shapiro has assumed the duties of the Chief 


Rabbi of Lublin, and his partisans have announced his election at 


the grave of the first head of the Lublin Yeshiba, Chief Rabbi 
Polak, who died about 400 years ago.

PROPOSED UNDERSTANDING WITH BRANDEIS GROUP. 


The first session of the American Zionist Convention in Cleve. 
land has been marked by a strong protest against the British policy 
in Palestine. The President of the American Zionist Organisation. 
Mr. Louis Lipsky, delivered a speech in which he severely censured 
the attitude adopted by the British Government towards the Zionist 
work in Palestine. He also urged the @ontinuation of the Jewish 
protest movement against the British policy in Palestine, and 
especially against the suspension of immigration into the country. - 

The Convention was well attended. A trge number of greetings. 
including a message from President Hoover, were received. 

Judge Brandeis has decided, on account of his age, that he can- 
not take over the Zionist leadership in America. The latest 
developments at the Convention have led to the Brandeis Memoran.- 
dum being dropped, while attempts are being made to work out 
an understanding between the official Zionists and the Brandeis 
supporters.

The German Zionist Central Committee has held a Conference 
in Berlin... The President of the German Zionist Federation; Mr, 
Blumenfeld, who has just returned from a visit to Palestine and 
from the London session of the Political Committee of the Jewish 
Agency, delivered an address in which he said that the economic 
position of the Jews in Palestine is at present giving great satis. 
faction and that the Arab boycott movement against the Jews is in 
a- state of bankruptcy. The Political Committee of the Jewish 
Agency, he said, had discussed various measures, in order to 
counteract the possible economic crisis in the country. 

The Conference has adopted a resolution, proposed by Mr. 
Blumenfeld, expressing approval of the decisions of the Politica! 
Committee of the Jewish Agency in London and emphasising the 
special importance of the adoption by the Bxeeutive of the Jewish 
Agency of steps to bring about a. systematic Arab-Jewish modus 
vivendi, at the same time maintaining the Jewish demands of 
unhindered immigration and colonisation in Palestine.

Precept versus Practice. 


A GOVERNMENT'S INCONSISTENCIES. 
From a Correspondent.—WARSAW.| 


The Polish Government has on many occasions expressed its 
sympathy with Zionism. It has done it often and unreservedly in 
Warsaw at various public receptions. It has also shown its 
friendliness in Geneva. ? 

It seéms, however, that platonic expressions of goodwill bave 
little to do with the actual practices of a Government. Thus, we 
have a Polish Minister excluding from the Budget of the Jewish 
Communal Organisations all grants for the upbuilding of Palestine, 
allocations for Keren Hayesod and Keren Keyemet. This action is 
all the more surprising as the monies are contribtited by Jews for 
purely Jewish requirements_and do not in any way affect the State 
Treasury. 

This has caused the Jewish National Council to draw the atten. 
tion of the Government to the discrepancy between its expressed 
policy of sympathy toward Zionism and the questionable adminis. 
trative measures of the Ministry in charge of Jewish affairs. 

“One of the most important expressions of sympathy to the 
Jewish National Home,’ writes the Council, “is. the favourable 


‘attitude to the funds, without which it is impossible to bring 


Zionism to a realisation. But the officials of the Government 
hinder the Jewish population in the fulfilment of their duty, which 
is especially strange, when one considers that the Government 
contributes nothing towards the assisting of. Jewish emigration, 
although the Jews pay taxes to the State Treasury.’ 

The Council has requested the Government to act in the spirit 
of its declarations and to issue an order permitting Jewish AKehillahs 
to allocate sums for Palestine. A Warsaw newspaper comments 
ironically that it seems that all declarations, whether issued in 
London or in Warsaw, meet with the same fate. 


The Austrian Zionist Conference.

DECISIONS OF ADJOURNED MEETING. 
From a Correspondent.—VIENNA. | 

The adjourned Austrian Zionist Conference, on its re-assembly. 
adopted a number of important decisions, and has elected a new 
Executive, under Advocate Griinbaum, which will remain in power 
until theautumn.

Jewish Fresh Air Home. 


‘From our Correspondent. | 


The Jewiah Fresh Air Home and School at Delamere for delicate 
Manchester and Salford children has issued its ninth annual report. 
The following is an abstract: 


The School is a “ Special " School under a body of Managers approved 
by the Board of Education. The object of the Home is to cure delicate 
children who, if treatment be withheld, are likely to develop serious 
iliness. Only curable children are admitted, and no infectious cases are 
eligible. The extensions to the building made last year have enabled the 
Management to raise the number of children admitted for treatment to 
sixty. The treatment provided is mainly the careful carrying ont of the 
ordinary laws of health: good food, plenty of fresh air and exercise. By 
means of carefully adapted lessons the educational progress of the children 
is kept up, so that they return to their ordinary schools without the sense 
of ehandicap common among delicate children, . Funds are urgently 
needed, and the Managers claim that money spent on these children 
would mean a large saving of communa) funds in after-life. Mrs. Victor 
di H. Nahum, the Treasurer since the Home's inception, is resigning and 
receives words of grateful recognition for hep waluable work, She is to 
become an Hon. Life Vice-President, andér place is to be taken by 
Mrs. Martin Ellinger. The death is deplored of Mr. Isaac Cansino, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee and one of the original founders. 
Thanks are accorded to a number of ladies and gentlemen, and clubs, 
theatres, etc., for their gifts.

Universal Religion. 


“TWENTY DIALOGUES ON UNIVERSAL RELIGION,” by Dr. Walter 
Walsh, is an interesting study of comparative religion, arranged 
in the form of an old-fashioned catechism. It is intended for the 
use of teachers and parents attached to the Free Religious Move- 
ment, in their endeavour to impart its teaching to young people. It 
is written in the hope that such teachers “ may here find facts and 
truths which they themselves can digest, and then impart in their 
own language to the younger generation, so that they shall grow up 
in the knowledge and practice of religion, free from sectarianism and 
dogma, committed only to the’ pursuit of Truth and the 
performance of Service.’ The desire for the pursuit of Truth and 
the performance of Service is felt also by those whose religious 
outlook cannot claim to be as free from sectarianism amd 
dogma as is that of the followers of the Free Religious 
Movement. It is, necassary for every religionist nowadays to 
explore other fields beyond his own, if he would arrive at a proper 
appreciation of his own faith. Dr. Walsh gives us here the results 
of his own explorations, which bear evidence of the learned and 
carefui exercise of research work, in what must always be a inost 
fascinating sphere of. study, 

He speaks with much sympathy of the Jewish Bib'‘e and the 
Jewish religion as “largely responsible for the best religious ideas 
of fully half the population of the world.” He. bears testimony to 
the service that the Jewish idea of righteousness has done- for the 
moral growth of man and the civilising of the world. Jewish 
readers will find much to interest them in this little book, which 
concentrates so much information in so small a space. J. 8.'H. 


Bible Studies. 

~ STUDIES IN THE PsaLms, Part 1,’ by Dr. Samuel Daiches 
‘Oxford University Press), forms Number 12 in the series .of Jews 
College Publications. His researches have led Dr. Daiches to the 
conclusion that in many passages in the Bible “man,” as well as 
“ son of man ’ and “sons of men,” means more than only “ man’ 
or mankind.” According to this view, “ man,’ and “son of man,” 
denote “a man of a high social position,” “a man of possessions,” 
often especially “an owner of landed property,” “an aristocrat” ; 
and" sons of man” frequently bears the interpretation, “the rich,’ 
“the noble,” “the mighty.” Dr. Daiches further argues that in the 
Book of Psalms, in practically all the passages in which thes: 
words eccur, ‘man,’ “son of man,” and “sons of men” have 
the meaning just suggested, with the added notion of “ wicked.’ 
“Sons of men” would therefore imply “the wicked rich,” ‘the 
wicked noble,” “the wicked mighty.” In his present essay. Dr. 
Daiches submits the results of his investigation into the meaning 
of these and kindred terms_as they occur in a portion of the Psalms, 
and it is his intention to elaborate his treatment of the subject. 
A whole chapter is devoted to.a new interpretation of the Second 
Psalm. Dr. Daiches contends that no trace of world-dominion is to 
be found in. this Psalm, and that no fereign nations and no 
foreign kings are mentioned in it. In his opinion, the Second 
Psalm is entirely Jewish; that is it deals only with the land 
and the people of the Psalmist. Psalms i.—xv. seem to him to 
have a unity of their own. They are similar in contents, style and 
workmanship. They have a colouring of their own. They have 
many features in common, which distinguish them from the other 
Psalms that deal with the same subject. The Fifteenth Psalm 
appears to be the fitting epilogue of the group comprising the first 
fifteen Psalms. The appropriate place for a close scrutiny and 
critical estimate of these theories of Dr. Daiches is obviously in a 
technical journal devoted to the minutiw of Biblical learning. But 
Dr. Daiches fully deserves our gratitude for joining the smal! band 
of Jewish scholars who turn their attention to the study of the 
Bible and throw light on its interpretation. Much knowledge and

Are Jews a Race”? 

From Mr. J. RUMYANECK, B.Sc. 

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

S1r,- Permit me to reply to the observations you made in last week's 
issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. It is undesirable from the scientific 
point of view, at any rate, to speak of a‘ Jewish race,” since the word 
“race” has among anthropologists a definite meaning, Cconnoting a group of 
people all of whom participate in certain traits determined by heredity. 
Bince all Jews do not participate to the same extent in the possessipn of 


those race criteria adopted at the present time, it would be desirable to | 
find some other word expressive of the cohesion which Jews display and 


which marks them as a distinct group among the groups of the world. 
This cohesiveness, this unity, I emphasised in my lecture. Speaking 
on the physical basis of this unity, | drew attention not only to the diver- 
sity but to the homogeneity also. I showed that a more careful scrutiny 
of Fishberg’s facts would reveal, not that Jcows are simply a heterogeneous 
mass without common eleinents, but that they have a certain homogeneity 
of physical and psychical qualities. Certainly as regards the cephalic 
index, if we exclude the Sephardim, the majority of Jews are brachy- 
cephalic. But not all of them are, nor have all Jews dark hair and dark 
eyes. What we can do, and this is the proper approach, is to determine 
the frequency of the peculiar and recurrent combination § of racial 


characters found among Jews and to ascertain the proportions of the 


several racial elemeuts to each other. 

There is another objection to the usc of the term “Jewish race.” It 
would imply that the compound that has resulted from the mixture of 
different racial elements is a uniform mass. From the study cf racial 
crosses, the weight of evidence inclines to the view that there is no blend- 
ing in inheritance, but that we get the sevregation and recombination of 
some racial characters in accordance with Mendelian laws. What is most 
amazing in race mixtures ‘is the persistence of racial characters and their 
failure to disintegrate. 

Your analogy, too, is not very helpful. It is true that water is a com- 
pound composed of more than one element. But while one drop of water is 
similar to another—I purposely donot say identical—one Jew may possess 
racial traits that distinguish him very sharply from another, as regards 
head-form, type of face, eye and hair colour, shape of rose and build of 
body, the resultant homogeneity is not the same in the two cases. 

Let us stress our homogeneity by all means; Lut I suggest that the 
words “ nation” or “ people” are more appropriate than the word “ race.” 
If we wish to distinguish Jews physically from other groups in Europe, it 
is sufficient to say that the majority are characterised by a predominance 
of Hittite and Armenoid elements, brachycephaly, dark hair and dark 
eyes, straight or acqiline nose with marked nostrility and perhaps a 
tendency to adiposity among women. Such a statement is not as brief 


but it is certainly more precise than the term “ Jewish race,”

Now 
for the first time after many years, the number of pupils had been greater 
than the corresponding period last year. About 3,600 children were at 
present being instructed. The Board was endeavouring to secure that 
religious education should reach every Jewish child. 

Mr. ERNST H. ScHIFF, M.B.E,, expressed his deep sorrow at having 
to relinquish the Presidency. He congratulated the pupils on the remark. 
able successes they had had in the Classes, and he asked the parents to 
assist Mr. Morris in the great task he had of increasing the numbers.

The CHAIRMAN said that there were two Schools of thought, one which 
asserted that education was too hard and the other which alleged that it 
was too soft. Education lasted a long time, and he was reminded ‘of the 
story of the little girl who went to school for the first time. When asked 
about her progress she said she thought she had not done too well as she 
had to go back next day! The Lord Chancellor had recently said that 
the function of a Public School education was to build the constitution and 


character of the scholars and to endow them with the capacity: to get on. 


with their fellows. There was a great similarity between Hayes and the 
Public Schools, and they were glad that it could be said that their School 
gave the Home Office no anxiety. That succcessful and efficient School 
owed a great debt to the Managers, under Sir Meyer Spielman, and to the 
Headmaster, Mr. I. Ellis, O.B.E. It was gratifying to see so many Old 
Boys returning on that day. as on them the reputation of the School 
rested. 

Sir MEYER SPIFLMAN, Chairman of Managers, in proposing the votes 
of thanks, said that Hayes had set an example to other schools. There 
were sixty-two boysin the School and during the year there had been ten 
admissions and sixteen boys had finished their school careers. There was 
no discrimination between boys at Hayes, and no other institution catered 
for so many kinds of boy. He was able to claim that they were 90 to 95 per 
cent. successful in their work. With regard to the health of the boys, 
Which was looked after by a trained nurse, he would say “ look around you 
and see the results.” There were a number of boys who were happier at 
Hiayes than they would be in their own homes. Great credit and thanks 
were due to the efforts of Messrs. J. Lyons and Co. in finding situations 
for so many of the boys. Their boys took up a surprisingly large variety 
of callings. He would instance the case of a boy named Cohen who 
eventually became notable in the Chinese civil wars as General Co Hen.

Investments and Securities.

A much better fecling characterises the stock markets. There: ig 
a withdrawal of the heavy selling pressure of the previous week, and 
in several sections the tendency of prices is distinctly upwards. It 
must be allowed that the selling of-the previous week was exceptional. 
It represented heavy sales of such shares as Courtaulds, Gramophones, 
and the leading tobacco issues for the purpose of providing money to 
meet Death Duties. The liquidation by those who had suffered losses 
on commodities and metals appears to be over for the present, and the 
appearance of new buyers has had some effect upon prices. British Govern- 
ment securities are decidedly good. There is considerable investment 
of money as the turn of the half year_has released funds which have 
become available for investment in this se¢tion, Another department 
to show moderate activity is that for brewery stocks and shares. 
Several companies have recently announced increased dividends, and 
there are confident Anticipations that other concerns will be able to 
pay more than a vear ago. It is now more generally recognised that 
the various commodities used in the brewery trade are obtainable at 
exceedingly low prices, and offset the increased duties imposed under 
the last Budget. Several home industrials are better. There is sub- 
stantial buying of Unilever ordinary shares, but the shares of the 
provision store companies connected with the proposed fusion of 
interests are father uncertain pending complete details of amalgamation 
terms. Home rails, however, are poor on adverse traflie returns, and 
there is very little life in rubbers.

MARION-ELLA (Players). 

Dual personality is a subject that presents many difficulties to tne 
dramatist, and Rodney Ackland does not solve them here. We are in the 
position of the psycho-analyst in the play: unless we have tangible 
proof, we must set down Ella Humphreys’ belief in her divided personality 
as a phantasy of her brain. But when tangibie proof arrives in the 
person of Marion, the other half of Ella’s soul that has found all the 
happiness and beauty that Ella feels is denied her, we lose interest in the 
theme because its unreality is so plainly demonstrated.’ Marion should 
have been kept off the stage at all costs, because only when it is presented 
through Ella’s vision can we find this two-soul life dramatically credible. 
The first sc&pe gives an excellent portrayal of boarding-school life, the 
girls being Shrewdly observed and cleverly presented. Gabrielle 
Casartelli makes a pathetic and lovely figure of poor little dream-tortured 
Ella. Her mother, an irritatingly realistic lump of inane selfishness, was 
strikingly well played by Ethel Royale.

The Grafton Theatre is getting well into its stride. Its present pro- 
gramme has much more unity of presentation than the previous one and 
maintains a consistently high level of achievement.

In fact, there are other points of resemblance 
bétween the two comedies separated by such a gulf of centuries.. Both deal 
with an éxceptionally artificial aspect-of life and both are excellent read. 

When Princess Beatrice (Miss Henrietta Watson), 
whose Central European crown has somehow been mislaid, sets her heart 
upon the marriage of her daughter Alexandra (Miss Edna Best), with 
Prince Alb rt (Mr. Herbert Marshall), heir to his Emperor father’s throne, 
her daughter is more than’ ready to obey.

INJURIES TO A NOSE.—At the Liverpool Assizes, Sawven Lewis, 
aged seven years, son of Joseph Lewis, shopkeeper, of 61, Mount Vernon 
Street, Liverpool, sued the New Cheshire Salt Works, Ltd., of Wincham, 
Northwich, as owners of a motor-lorry, for damages for injuries sustained. 
He was represented by Mr. E.G. Hemmerde, K.C., and Mr. B. R. Rice-Jones. 
The defendants, who denied that their driver was negligent, were represented 
by Mr. J. €. Jackson, K.C., and Mr. J. Lustgarten. Mr. Hemmerde said that 
on December 30th, Samuel was playing in Tillotson Street, and was crossing 
to two companions. He waited for a horse and cart to pass, then went across, 
and was about a yard from the opposite pavement when the defendants’ 
lorry, which had drawn out to pass the other vehicle, trapped him, flung him 
down, and went over his arm, though the driver must have had the boy in 
view all the time. The bonnet struck his nose, and fractured both nasal 
bones. He also sustained a fracture of the shoulder; and though he -had 
now recovered he would bear a facial disfigurement for life. When Dr. 
Watson Jones—-who said he certainly regarded the nose as disfigured —was 
explaining the injuries to the jury, Mr. Justice Charles remarked: ** It is a 
a very nice little nose!’ Mr. Jackson: I[t has become Grecian instead of 
Jewish. .

In 1924 he was 
convicted of a serious bankruptcy offence for which he served a term of 
imprisonment; therefore, he (counsel) contended the bankrupt had been 
punished enough for. that offence. Three witnesses spoke of the integrity 
and good eonduct of the bankrupt.since his failure. His Honour, having 
reviewed the facts, said that the bankrupt had remained undischarged for 
nearly eight years and he (His Honour) could not do less now than suspend 
the discharge for another ihree years. 

Berxarp Natorr, mantle and costume manufacturer, 3 and 4, Norton 
Folgate, E.C., attended for public examination in the London Bankruptcy 


Court before Mr. Registrar Mellor. The debtor failed in May, 1930, with 


In reply to the Official Receiver, the debtor 
said that formany years prior to January, 1927, he was employed as a com- 
mercial traveller in the mantle and eostume trade, and m that month he 
started on his own account at Listria Park, Stoke Newington, removing in 
April, 1929, to Norton Folgate. His failure was caused by bad debts, etc. The 
examination was adjourned until the 25th inst. to enable the debtor to furnish 
cash and wis accounts. 

Last Friday, Jack Levy, dress manwfacturer, of 90-92, Wentworth 
Street, E.. who resided at Evering Road. Stoke Newington, applied for his 
discharge from bankruptey im the London Bankruptey Court. The debtor 
failed in December of last year with provable debts £1,592, and his assets had 
realised £69. His failure was attributed to lack of capital, bad debts, etc. 
The discharge was suspended for four months, 


ANNOYANCE TO NEIGHBOU RS.--On Friday at the North London 
Police Court, H. L. Lupensni, trading as the Bright Home Supplies, Stroud 
(Gireen, was summoned for using a gramophone to the annoyance of his 
neighbours. B. Morris, of Station Road, Finsbury Park, was also summoned 
for using a wireless loud-speaker also to the annoyance of others. Mr. 
Robertson, for the Islington Borough Council, said that these were the first 
summonses under a new by-law against nuisances, and both defendants had 
promised not to effend again. The summons against Mr. Lubelski was 
dismissed on payment of £1 Is. costs, and that against Mr. Morris was with- 
drawn on payment of costs. 


POULTRY DEALER FINED.—-Samve. ZissmMayn, a poultry dealer, 
of Slater Street, London, E.1, was fined £1 at the Bridgwater (Somerset) 
Borough Police Court last week for causing unnecessary suffering to a fowl. 
It was stated by Inspector Meara that Zissman had placed 11 fowls in a crate 
3 ft. long and IMins. high, and that one of the birds had broken its leg. 
Zissman said: *‘ I could not have known the bird had been injured for by 
Jewish law a fowl with a broken leg is no good. A rabbi would not kill it 
and I could not kill it myself.’’

SELLING SHORT-WEIGHT BREAD.—Reveex Morais, baker, of 
Old Kent Road, was fined £20 at Southwark for having for sale twelve loaves 
of bread which were not of the net weight of 1 Ib. or an integral number of 

unds. An L.C.C. inspector said that the deficiency in the weight of each 
loaf was 1} ozs. The weights used by Morris in his bakehouse were in a 
deplorable condition. It was stated that Morris had previously been fined 
for similar offences. 


“700 MANY COHENS.”’—A judgment debtor at the Shoreditch 
County Court last week, asked by whom he was employed, replied, *‘ Cohem 
of Shoreditch.” Judge Cluer: Don’t be impertinent. Which Cohen? 
There are too many Cohens. 


SMUGGLING CHARGE.—Mr. Boyd, the Westminster magistrate’ 
on Tuesday, in fining Louis Marper, aged 44, a merchant, of Cheetham 
Hill Road, Manchester, £6,160 or nine months’ imprisonment, said; “I have 
not the slightest doubt that vou are a professional smuggler and you have 
been smuggling goods for a long time with great profit to yourself.”” Marder 
was charged with attempting to evade Customs duty on 1,841 watches at 
Victoria Station on June Sth, with harbouring 499 watches at Manchester 
on June 9th, and with attempting to bribe a Customs officer at Folkestone. 
At the previous hearing Mr. R. L. Fisk, for the Customs, said Marder was a 
professional trade smuggler. He had a suitcase with a false bottom which 
contained more than 1,000 watches and cloth containers round his neck and 
concealed beneath his clothing, one holding 361 and the others 365 watches. 
Thomas Frederick Phillips, a Customs officer, said that Marder told him it 
would be an easy matter for bim to make £50 if he would help him (Marder) 
get the goods through. Mr. Keeves pleaded that Marder had already been 
partly punished by the fact that his stock of watches had been confiscated. 
The Magistrate said it was the worst case of its kind he had dealt with. The 
money was not paid and Marder was removed in custody. 


FALSE MARRIAGE DECLARATION.—At Old Street Police Court, - 


Moss’ Greenserc, 27, described as a tailor’s presser, of Gray's Inn Road, 
Holborn, was fined £10, or six weeks’ imprisonment, for making the false 
declaration that he was a bachelor, for the purpose of its being inserted in the 
register of marriages at Bishop's Road, Bethnal Green. He pleaded guilty. 
Mr. Howe, for the Director of Public Prosecutions, said that Greenberg 
attended at the register office on March 17th and signed a form in which it was 
stated that he was a bachelor. Inquiries were made by the Jewish Associa- 
tion for the Protection of Girls, and it was found that Greenberg had been 
married at Birmingham in 1926. Greenberg was seen by the assistant 
registrar, ald repeatedly denied having been married. Mr. Sharpe, probation 
officer of the Jewish Association, said that he had been before the registrar 
with. Greenberg and the latter denied his marriage. Mr. Clarke Hall (the 
magistrate) said that the case showed the great value of the work done by 
the Jewish Association. 


RE-ARRESTED IN COURT.—Hymas Gitper, formerly of Brighton, 
who had evaded the police for two years, was charged at the Brighton Police 
Court with being £23 in arrears on a wife maintenance order. He was released 
for ten minutes and obtained the money, and was immediately re-arrested 
for the arrears, amounting to £150, which had accumulated since the issue of 
the first warrant. Gilder, who is a tailor’s cutter by trade, at one time held 
the licence of a Brighton pyblic house. Mr. F. J. P. Veale, representing the 
wife, who lives at 17, Stanmer Villas, Brighton,.said the order was granted 
in October, 1927, but as Gilder paid practically nothing a warrant was issued 
in September, 1928. Since then Gilder had done everything possible to avoid 
arrest. Though living in London he had sent a payment of £2 to the Court 
from a Birmingham address. In the course of a statement read in court 
Gilder said: * I am 47 years of age, and as I had my own business all my life 
I have no references and find it very difficult to get work. I have just 
obtained a situation and have sent one payment of £2. My employers do 
not know why I am absent from work, but if they do not dismiss me when I 
return, I promise to pay £2 a week, the amount of the order, and 10s. a week 
off the arrears. But it must be on condition that my wife stops sending 


poison pen letters to my relations and employers.’ The Magistrates decided 
to accept Gilder’s offer. 


ALLEGED MURDER AT MENTAL HOSPIT AL.—Abraham Cohen, 
an inmate of Hanwell Asylum, Middlesex, who was indicted at the Old Bailey 
for the murder of another inmate, was found insane and unfit to plead. He 
was ordered to be detained in a criminal lunatic asylum. (Particulars of the 
case were reported in our issue of the 20th ult.) 


CHILDS PARENTS ASK FOR INQUEST.—Being in doubt as to 
the cause of his death, the parents of a five-years-old Jewish boy, ALEXANDER 
KaPeLowrrz, of 84, Tudor Road, East Ham, made representations to the 
coroner for an inquest, and this was held by Dr. Ambrose at East Ham. The 
father said that the child seemed well until May 22nd, when he became 
drowsy and started vomiting. A doctor prescribed for him, but as the child 
seemed to get. worse he was taken on May 26th to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Plaistow. Although it was stated that there appeared to be nothing seriously 
wrong, the child died at home the same night. In reply to the Coroner, 
witness stated that, in addition to the doctor’s medicine, he gave the child 
milk of magnesia and syrup of figs, and that before his death he had some 
chicken soup. Dr. W. Swanton, acting divisional police surgeon, who made 
@ post-mortem examination, diagnosed that death was due to gastro-enteritis. 
That, he explained, was generally due to decomposition of undigested food. 
There was no sign of irritant poison. Several questions were asked by the 


father, and Dr. Swanton stated that in 99 per cent. of cases of gastro-enteritis | 


the patients recovered. This was one of the rare cases which suddenly 
collapsed and died. A verdict was registered accordingly.
